Two suits seeking $2,340,- 
000 in damages from oppo­ 
nents 
of 
a

apartment project proposed 
on Strawberry Cove have 
been filed in Marin Super-. 
ior Court by the developer 
and owner of the property. 
The suits were their res­ 
ponse to the Strawberry Re- 
creation 
District’s 
claim 
filed in the sam e court in 
November that the public 
had acquired an irrevocable 
right to cross the entire pro­ 
perty to get to the bay. 
The owner of the 6.7-acre 
p r o p e r t y , Leonard B, 
Fleischm an 
of Belvedere, 
filed a countersuit seeking 
$1 million in punitive dam­ 
ages and $300,000 in actual 
dam ages from the recrea­ 
tion district for blocking the 
development. 
The developer, 
Paul J. 
Broman of Peacock Gap, 
took a different legal tactic 
yesterday by naming 220 
persons, including three di­ 
rectors 
of the recreation 
district, and 600 John Does, 
and 
charging them. with, 
“wrongful 
combination to 
slander title and interfere 
with property interests.” 
Broman’s suit seeks $1 


million in exem plary dam­ 
ages and $40,000 in actual 
dam ages caused by delay of 
the project by the recrea­ 
tion district suit. 
Broman stressed in an in­ 
terview with the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal that his legal 
action, w as not aim ed at 
conservationists,

today on his way to work in a 
sensational commando opera­ 
tion in which they hid a sub 
machine-gun in a basket of 
lettuce. 
A group of Tupamaros in a 
stolen car pulled in front of the 
ambassador’s black Daimler- 
Jaguar in a narrow street of 
the old city seven blocks from, 
the 
heavily-guarded 
British 
-Embassy while a “fruit ven­ 
dor” in the street produced the 
submachinegun from his bas­ 
ket. They dragged the ambas­ 
sador’s chauffeur from his car 
and used c l u b s to beat into 
submission the two bodyguards 
who were following in a small 
truck. Then, witnesses said, 
they drove the 
ambassador 
away in his own car with a 
stolen, vehicle following. 
The ambassador’s car was 
found damaged a mile and a. 
half 
from 
the 
scene, 
and 
witnesses there said, they saw a 
man being transferred into a 
white car which took off at high 
speed towards the outskirts of 
the capital. 
Jackson, 55, has been ambas­ 
sador to Uruguay since July, 
1969, and has held several other

Anti-Soviet Bomb 
Blast In Capital

Jewish Militants Claim Credit 
As Reds Deliver Stiff Protest

Police said a “pipe bomb”— 
fashioned from stuffing explo­ 
sives inside a metal pipe—was 
detonated against a metal door 
of the structure leading into a 
courtyard at the rear of the 
building. 
A militant Jewish organiza­ 
tion which has been leading 
protests to treatment of Jews 
in Russia was believed respon­ 
sible.

explosion, a woman telephoned 
Washington 
news agencies 


boasting of the bombing and 
proclaiming: “This is a sample 
of things to come. Let our 
people go. Never again!” 
“Never again” is a slogan of 
toe Jewish Defense League. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei L Gromyko handed what a 
U.S. spokesman described as a 
“very strong protest” over the 
incident to toe U.S. ambassador 
to Moscow, Jacob D. Beam. 
Beam 
expressed 
“sincere 
regrets” and went, to the 'Soviet 
Foreign Ministry, without being 
summoned, to discus with 
Gromyko toe recent series of 
incidents in Moscow and in toe 
United

involving

at Russian

Americans in Russia.

Laird In Saigon For

FAIRFIELD — A Solano 
County Superior Court jury 
today was in its third day of 
deliberations climaxing the 
11-week trial of seven men 
arrested during a violent 
demonstration at the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal in San Ra­ 
fael last Valentine’s Day. 
The case had been trans­ 
ferred to Solano County be­ 
cause the defense contended 
it could not get a fair trial 
in Marin County. 
The 10 women and two 
men on the jury deliberated 
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l 
until 7 p.m. yesterday 'be­ 
fore recessing to dine and 
then to s p e n d the night 
sequestered in a Fairfield 
motel. 
Only once did jurors in­ 
terrupt their secret discus­ 
sions. Late in the afternoon, 
they asked Judge William 
E. Jensen to clarify a point 
in the 29-page set of instruc­ 
tions he had. given them, on 
Wednesday. 
The panel went back to 
work at 9 a.m.today. 
The seven defendants are 
a c c u s e d of a total of 34 
charges, including partici­ 
pating in a riot, failure to 
disperse, possession of wea­ 
pons and resisting arrest. 
All were arrested on Julia 
Street during 
a day-long 
rally called in support of 
San Francisco Typographi­ 
cal Union 21, which struck 
the I-J one year ago yester­ 
day.

Preserving open space in 
M arin County soon m ay re­ 
quire “telling a property 
ow ner he can ’t build on his 
land,” a conservationist at­ 
torney told a symposium, in 
Mill Valley yesterday. 
Douglas B. Ferguson, who 
som etim es serves as a legal 
adviser to the Nature Con­ 
servancy, said this radical 
approach may be needed to 
acquire undeveloped ridge- 
lands in Southern Marin al- 
t h o u g h other tools are 
available as well. 
Ferguson was one of three 
panelists speaking on “ bal­ 
anced housing, open space 
and Mill Valley in a region­ 
al plan” sponsored by the 
Mill 
Valley 
Outdoor 
Art 
Club. Other speakers were 
Robert E. Burton, chairman 
of the Mill Valley Planning 
Commission, 
and 
John 
Blayney, 
of the 
regional 
planning firm of Livingston 
and Blayney. 
Ferguson said the most 
common means of acquir­ 
ing open space are through 
buying the land and through 
restricting development by 
zoning or other statutory re­ 
gulations. 
But, he s a i d , the time 
may be coming when “we 
have to rethink our concepts 
of private ownership and 


realize that the public good 
m ay best be served by tell­ 
ing a property owner he 
can’t, build on his land.” 
Ferguson 
compared the 
idea of taking land from a 
private owner with freeing 
slaves in the Civil 'War. He 
pointed out that slaves re­ 
presented a large invest­ 
m ent to their owners, but 
that 
“ social 
conditions 
change. Someone at some 
point had to tell them (slav­ 
eowners), ‘Sorry, but socie­ 
ty’s needs are different now 
and you’ll have to give up 
your property.’ Something 
sim ilar might have to be

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New Laws Asked 
On Grass, Guns 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-A 
special study commission on 
federal 
'Criminal, 
law 
has. 
concluded marijuana offenses 
should be treated like 'traffic 
violations, handguns should be 
outlawed and capital punish­ 
ment should be abolished. 


The 
recommendations 
are 
included in a report by the 12- 
member National Commission 
on Reform of Federal 'Criminal 
laws prepared for submission 
to 
Congress 
and 
President 
Nixon today. 


The commission is headed by 
Edmund G. (Pat) Brown, the 
former governor of California, 
who said the code would make 
simple possession of marijuana 
a misdemeanor, subject to a 
fine. 


“We weren’t ready to legalize 
it 
and 
have 
it 
sold 
like 
cigarettes but we did recognize 
that many people, particularly 
the young, arc using it,” Brown 
said. 


It was anyone’s guess what 
the response of Congress would 
be to the proposals. During its 
last session, 'Congress refused 
to outlaw handguns and added 
certain terrorist bombings to 
the list of crimes for which the 
death penalty may be imposed. 
Spokesmen said there were 
several areas of disagreement 
among the commission mem­ 
bers. 
Rep. Richard H. Poff, R-Va., 
the commission vice chairman, 
said 
he 
favored 
retaining 
capital punishment for crimes 


such as treason .and premedi­ 
tated murder. 
The 
group 
studied 
with 
inconclusive results the 1970 
report of the Commission Qn 
Obscenity. Brown said some 
important testcases in the field 
still 
were 
pending 
in 
the 
Supreme COURT. He said it 
was 
the 
feeing 
of 
the 
commission that the United 
States wa* “not ready to adopt 
the Denmark situation” under 
which all forms of pornography 
were legalized for adults. 
The proposal would expand 
federal jurisdiction in criminal 
law to cover certain crimes 
committed in the course of 
another federal offense. It asks 
stiffer sentences for dangerous 
offenders, 
additional 
parole 
supervision for hardened cri­ 
minals released from prison, 
and 
would make 
persistant 
misdemeanors a felony.

Raphael 
Painting 


Is Seized 


BOSTON (UPI)—The Boston 
museum of Fine Arts proudly 
unveiled a previously unknown 
and uncatalogued Italian mast­ 
erpiece in 1969 and valued it at 
more than $1 
million. 
U.S. 
customs authorities seized it 
Thursday, saying it was smug­ 
gled into the country. 
“ Portrait of Elenora Gonzal- 
ja ” by the 16th-Century Italian 
renaissance 
master 
Raphael 
was locked in a safe at the r 
museum under a U.S. Customs! 
seal today.) 
The painting, a girl thought 
to be 12 or 13 years old, is on a j 
10-1-2 by 6-1-2 piece of wood. 
Museum officials said 
the 
portrait was “presumed” to be 
Elenora Gonzaja, the daughter 
of an Italian nobleman, It was 
painted in 1505. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Wil­ 
lie Davis, who was present 
when the painting was seized 
under a search warrant, said 
the Raphael was legally pur­ 
chased in Italy but taken from 
that country without a license 
and brought into the United 
States Sept. 4.

Ronald Reagan in 
1967 predicted that the state 
because of improper financing 
might experience a project fund 
deficit of $300 million by 1972 
and $600 million by 1975. 
Department Director William 
R. Gianelli told the commission 
that a number of austerity 
measures have been taken and 
as a result “we believe we are 
very close to balancing the 
books.” 
Gianelli added, “It is reason­ 
able to expect that we will have 
adequate funds to complete the 
project facilities necessary by 
1972 and 1975.” 
The “financial integrity” of 
the $3 billion project will be 
maintained, he said, with the 
delivery of water and power 
already under contracts.

sian scientists to attend the 
trial of Angela Y. Davis. 
Assemblyman 
Ray 
E. 
Johnson, 
R-Chico, 
introd­ 
uced a resolution to revoke 
the invitation, saying the 
Russians m ight “ send their 
12 best propagandists” and 
tu rn the trial into a circus. 
A State D epartm ent offi­ 
cial sent the invitation with 
the b l e s s i n g of President 
R ichard M. Nixon after the 
scientists had w ritten ask­ 
ing 
that 
the 
President 
“ safeguard” the life of Miss 
Davis. 
E arlier, 
M arin 
County 
Counsel Douglas J. Malo­ 
ney, who is in charge of 
courtroom 
and 
press 
ar­ 
rangem ents for the trial of 
Miss Davis if it is held in 
M arin County , had also pro­ 
tested to tjic State D epart­ 
m ent. 
M a l o n e y , like some of 
Miss 
Davis’s 
supporters, 
feared that the Russians, 
interpreters 
and 
guards 
m ight take all the seats in­ 
tended for the public in the 
104-seat courtroom . 


Police Link 
Idea Gets 
Cool Airing 


Proposed consolidation of 
the Cotati and Rohnert Park 
police departm ents got a 
cool response from the Co­ 
tati City Council last night, 
but a final decision will 
aw ait a report from City 
Mgr. Paul W. Salfen. 
Four of the councilmen 
said they largely opposed 
the m erger because they 
were satisfied with the per­ 
form ance of Cotati’s four- 
m an departm ent. 
They noted th at c i t i e s 
share a dispatching service 
and already cooperate and 
assist each other in serious 
situations. 
Councilman 
H erbert 
T. 
W inter spoke in favor of the 
consolidation, saying it m ay 
save the city money in the 
long run. 
Salfen said a full report 
and recom m endation would 
be made soon.

tor and avowed com m unist, 
is accused of conspiracy, 
m urder and kidnapping in 
connection with the Aug. 7 
shoot-out in which Judge 
H arold J. Haley and three 
others died. 
She is charged with hav­ 
ing provided the guns and 
h a v i n g helped plan the 
abortive kidnap-escape at­ 
tem pt. 
At her arraignm ent Tues­ 
day, she declared she was

and called the charges a 
fram eup. 
In asking that a “ reasona­ 
ble bail” be set for Miss 
Davis, her attorneys have 
called the evidence against 
her weak and term ed the 
“ state’s case a sham .” 
The lawyers claim that 
the evidence presented to 
the grand jury w as not suf­ 
ficient to charge Miss Davis 
and that the case should be 
dism issed. 
The record of testimony 
before Marin County Grand 
Ju ry which indicted her is 
still sealed and will rem ain 
so until at least next Fri­ 
day. Miss Davis’s attorneys 
have said it was all right 
with them to publish it im­ 
m ediately, but a court-ap­ 
pointed 
attorney 
for her 
codefendant, 
San 
Quentin 
inm ate 
Ruchell 
Magee, 
asked that it remain sealed. 
Miss Davis and the 31- 
year-old convict are due to 
return to court probably the 
first week in M arch with an 
out-of-county judge to hear 
the various motions in the 
case.

Holiday Inns has aban­ 
doned plans to build a 210- 
room motel in Mill Valley 
because of the tight money 
picture, but another motel 
m ight be built there just the 
sam e, an attorney for the 
firm said yesterday. 
Rodric L. Robinson said 
the four-story motel devel­ 
opm ent, 
including 
shops, 
offices, a service station, a 
sm all boat m arina and a 
launch ram p, was to have 
been built on Shelter Ray 
ju st north of Sabella’s Res­ 
taurant, but the worsening 
economy m ade the project 
“ unfeasible at this tim e.” 
Also included in the now- 
abandoned plans was a 13,- 
500-square-foot 
building 
containing 
a 
restaurant, 
bar, meeting rooms and a 
coffee shop. It was to have 
been built partly over the 
w aters of Richardson Bay. 
The m o t e 1 chain had 
gained approval of the pro­ 
ject from the San Francisco 
Bay Conservation and De­ 
velopment Commission but 
had 
run 
into 
opposition 
from the Mill Valley Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
Robinson said the eight- 
acre bayside parcel, half 
land and half water, was 
“ the most expensive site 
the company had ever con­ 
sidered,” and that, coupled 
with the need for installa­ 
tion of pilings, walkways 
and floats, forced up the 
per-unit cost. 
The attorney 
predicted, 
however, that another motel 
m ight be built on the pro­ 
perty. “A related develop­ 
m ent may be g o i it g in 
there,” he said, but dec­ 
lined to discuss specifics.

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FDA Finds 
Most Tuna 
Untainted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) The 
Food and Drag Administration 
says most canned tuna is free 
of excess mercury, but all 
swordfish may disappear from 
the market because of a high 
concentration of the poisonous 
liquid metal. 
The FDA said tests on half ' 
the nation’s entire stock of 
canned tuna found that less 
than 
2 per 
cent contained 
mercury in excess of the safety 
lim it of 0.5 parts per million. 
But that lim it was exceeded 
in 89 per cent of the swordfish 
tested. 
The 
FDA 
Thursday 
an­ 
nounced a recall of 1.2 million 
cans of tuna in addition to the 1 
million 
cans 
recalled 
last 
month. Initial tests of tuna in 
December found excessive mer­ 
cury in 23 per cent of the 
samples, but this included a 
much smaller sample than the 
results announced Thursday, 
and the tests concentrated on 
lots suspected of containing the 
substance. 
Virgil 0. Wodicka, director of 
the FDA’s Bureau of Foods, 
said when tests of the entire 
tuna crop are completed next 
week 
he 
expected 
excess 
mercury to be found in about 10 
per cent. 
The higher final 
figure is expected because the 
remaining tuna to be tested is 
of the larger varieties, which 
are more subject to contamina­ 
tion than the smaller tuna. 
He 
said 
FDA 
regulations 
were keeping tainted swordfish 
off the market. 
The FDA said other foods had 
been tested and found to be 
free of excess mercury, includ­ 
ing milk, eggs, poultry, flour, 
beef liver, shrimp, fruits and 
vegetables. 


Five Gis

SAIGON (U P l)- T h e U.S. 
Command said today a Commu­ 
nist unit overran an American 
paratrooper patrol and killed 
five of its members in a clash 
that produced the heaviest U.S. 
casualties of the new year.

reconnaissance patrol of the 
U.S. 173rd Airborne Brigade 
apparently was ambushed in 
rice paddy country 295 miles 
northeast of Saigon Thursday. 
Another airborne unit found 
the bodies of the slain GIs after 
clashing with a larger Commu­ 
nist force. They said radio 
contact with the first group was 
lost suddenly some hours ear­ 
lier. 
The fighting broke out 16 
miles south of Bong Son in the 
coastal plain. Helicopter gun- 
ships were called and two 
platoons of paratroops were 
brought in by helicopter after 
loss of radio communication. 
M ilitary spokesmen declined 
to say how large the ambushed

vors. There was no r eport on 
Communist casualties.

Construction 
Cost To Go Up, 
Builders Say 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In- 
flationary labor wage settle­ 
ment and increased materials 
c o s t s will cause a sharp in­ 
crease in construction prices, 
the Association of General Con­ 
tractors of America said. 
The AGC said projected new 
construction dollar volume for 
1971 is $98.2 billion, up 7 per 
cent from 1970, but that actual 
physical 
volume put-in-place 
will increase little if any be­ 
cause of the increase in prices. 
The AGC said a national 
survey it conducted indicated 
that stronger dollar gains will 
be made in residential con­ 
struction which will increase 16 
per cent to $32.7 billion, fol­ 
lowed by utility and water sup- 
poy construction which should 
increase 15 per cent to $9.2 
billion. 
Total building construction, 


the AGC said, including resi­ 
dential building, will increase 4 
per cent to $65.6 billion. Heavy 
construction dollar volume will 
be up 4 per cent to about $13.2 
billion and highway construc­ 
tion will be up slightly to a 
little more than $10 billion, the 
AGC said.

Jackson 'Turner’s idea of 
the receding frontier as the 
principal influence on our 
life and growth; if Albert 
Einstein had stuck to sim­ 
ple trigonometry, he would, 
not have dared his theory of 
relativity; if Henry Menck­ 
en’s ambition had been to 
be the most accurate wire 
service reporter living, we 
thousands would never have 
been inspired by his “Pre­ 
judices.” 
But none of those truisms 
adequately refutes the ideal, 
of objectivity. Even if all 
the points cited against it 
are accepted, it remains the 
proper starting point for 
scholarship and reporting, 
the standard for production 
of that basic material ar­ 
ound which opinions and 
theories are then validly de­ 
veloped... And that applies 
not only to the product, but 
to the producer: A man can­ 
not qualify as theorist or 
interpreter 
before he is 
master of the unadorned 


ALL THIS STRUGGLES 
to mind now because in 
field after field young peo­ 
ple are bringing their ha­ 
bits of thought and behavior 
from the New Math class­ 
room and the streets where 
they demonstrate to chal­ 
lenge their elders in the 
professions. They demand 
to substitute their inexperi­ 
ence for experience and 
themselves for men already 
. proven. 
In Chicago, radical mem­ 
bers disrupted the confer­ 
ence of the A m e r i c a n 
Association for the Adv­ 
ancement of Science, so its 
president-elect, Dr. Glenn 
S e a b o r g of the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, left 
without 
delivering 
his 
speech. That was the day 
after a biologist’s wife dis­ 
tinguished herself by punc­ 
turing a shouting graduate 
student with, her knitting 
needle. 
The radicals* complaint 
was that Seaborg was guilty 
of “the crime of science 
against the people,” that re­ 
search in technology was 
going into weaponry and re­ 
search in industry was con­ 
tributing 
to 
pollution. 
Reasonable 
complaints, 
perhaps, but paraphrased 
much more effectively by 
Stewart Udall, the former 
secretary of the interior, in 
a strong and orderly speech 
at the same convention. 
At Boston, without knit­ 
ting needles or disruptions, 
younger, more radical his­ 
torians enlivened the Amer­ 
ican Historical Association 
convention by challenging 
the traditional views of the 
long-established 
Harvard 
professor, Oscar Handlin. 
Handlin’s position, provoca­ 
tive to them, was that histo­ 
rians amid internal division 
and external racket had al­ 
lowed their trade to “slip 
into the h a n d s of propa­ 
gandists, politicians, dra­ 
matists, 
n o v e l i s t s , 
journalists and social engi­ 
neers.”

NEVER HAVE there been 
so many presidential chefs 
busy in the senatorial kitch­ 
en. The. outlook for co-ope­ 
ration is very uncertain 
unless they conclude that 
continuing the mess which 
the 
Democratic 
Senate 
made of itself last year will 
do much to defeat whomev­ 
er wins the 1972 nomination. 
They will avoid this mis­ 
take if they follow the‘ bust 
of their own past. 
Under the leadership oi 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson and 
Sam Rayburn, Democratic' 
congresses gave President 
Eisenhower constructive hi-, 
partisan support — and they 
didn’t lose by it. They won 
the presidency in I9601 in 
part because Kennedy could 
run on a positive Democrat­ 
ic congressional record. 
They will need such a re­ 
cord in. 1972. They will need 
it badly. 


RICHARD NIXON will be 
offering to Congress a far 
more imaginative, activist, 
meaningful legislative pro­ 
gram than anything has has 
offered in the past. It will- 
embrace the crucially need­ 
ed welfare reform, greatly 
enlarged revenue-sharing to 
save the states and the ci­ 
ties from imminent bank- 
r u p t c y , a new health 
program, and an expanded, 
deficit-spending budget to 
stimulate the economy.

The plan seems to make 
adequate provision for the 
congested Washington-New 
York- Boston. 
corridor, 
where the demand for train 
seats has stayed relatively 
high and the potential is 
greatest for reviving rail 
service as an important and 
efficient means of moving 
people. 
Washington 
also 
would keep passenger rail 
l i n k s with the South and 
Midwest, though a trip to' 
Chicago would require a 
connection en route. 
The initial $40 million 
cash outlay by the govern­ 
ment for the rail setup is 
small, compared with the 
billions shelled out for high­ 
ways and the hundreds of 
millions that subsidize air 
travel in the United States. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Volpe cited the need to save 
rail service to avoid “into­ 
lerable” congestion of roads 
and 
airways. 
While 
the 
further' 
disappearance of 
passenger trains under the 
present plan continues a 
gloomy trend, the service 
had no future' at 'all, under

Rubbish Collection Plan Failed; 
Recycling Depot To Take Over 


A six-month rubbish col­ 
lection experiment has end­ 
ed in Tiburón with mixed 
results. 
Under the two-phase pilot 
p r o j e c t , begun July 1, 
monthly pickups were made 
in Little Heed Heights. Re­ 
sidents in other areas were 
allowed to take rubbish to a 
debris box located behind 
the Tiburón Sanitary Dis- 
t r i c t plant on Mar West 
Street. 
The pickups appeared to 
work well, but the debris 
box phase had problems. 
Acting City Mgr. Robert L. 
Kleinert said that not en­ 
ough residents used the box 
to make it worth the cost. 
Kleinert didn't say so, but 
there were many objections 
to mounds of trash piled 
around the debris box, espe­ 
cially after Christmas. In 
fact, some people thought 
the removal of the box on 
M o n d a y was a result of 
complaints about the post- 
holiday mess. 
Abuse of the debris box 
also was reported. One man 
told of seeing a Belvedere 
resident dumping trash into 
the box. When confronted, 
the man grinned weakly 
and admitted the debris box 
in Belvedere was full. 
The vacuum left by the 
demise of the pilot program 
will be filled to a certain 
extent by a recycling depot 
which opens tomorrow at 
the same site on Mar West 
Street. 
.. Under the program, being 
operated by the Tiburón and 
Bel. vede re 
environ.men! 
committees, 
residents 
of 
both cities may take bottles, 
cans, newspapers and card­ 
board to the depot each Sa­ 
turday. There the materials 
will be separated and sold 
to 
scavenger 
companies. 
The committees hope the 
program will be self-sus­ 
taining after initial expen­ 
ses are paid.

“Bill, did you ever consider* 
being a columnist for the I- 
J? ” I said heck no. “Well, I 
think you should. If you 
were on the b o a r d , you 
would have something to 
say about what was going 
on.” I asked for a day or so 
to t h i n k it over. Then I 
called him and said OK, 
just what kind of column do 
you want? He told me to 
write what I thought and 
that with certain obvious 
limitations they would print 
what I sent in. 
We agreed to try it for 
three months and that eith­ 
er one c o u l d. quit at any 
time. At the end of three 
months he said go ahead — 
keep it coming.

wrote the column there each 
week. The past two years I 
have had eye trouble — a 
sort of double vision which 
has been a nuisance. But 
you know, the show must go 
on. 
My sincere thanks to you 
wonderful ones who sent me 
the big stack of Christmas 
cards., with the warm per­ 
sonal concern and encour­ 
agement. They came at a 
time when this guy deeply 
needed them, I tell you. 


YOU KNOW, it doesn’t 
give me any pleasure to put 
down other human beings, 
but if their performance is 
such as should not go unnot­ 
iced or be swept under the 


rug, I owe it to you to com­ 
ment. This 1 shall, do. 
During the sojourn with 
those remarkable British 
Columbia Indians, I have 
been clipping and filing 
quite a batch of items and. I 
propose to give some of 
them a bit of airing. 
An editorial in the !*J on 
Dec. 22 headed, “Cuts in

templation. It’s more than 
possible that because of the 
closeness to Christmas Day 
it may have not been ready 
by many of you.

_ your tax return. 
You, list on page 1. or page 
*2 of form 1040 the separate 
forms you are attaching and 
the amount of I n c o m e , or 
deductions shown, and put 
the summary total, on, your1 
tox return, 
• .Does this sound too com­ 
plicated.? 
Actually, 
it’s 
probably the only way in. 
which the law can be re­ 
duced to a. tax form. 
. 
COMPLEX LAW 
It has long been said that 
some day.. 'Congress would, 
pass a law so complex that 
it would, 'he impossible to 
get it on a. 'tax. form and 
they a, 1 m o s t made it. In 
fact, you can’t get it on, one 
form, or even, a, dozen forms, 
and so the Revenue Service 
.is taking the most practical 
way by creating a tax. re­ 
turn form which is in, effect, 
a summary of the various 
tax .return forms, that are 
necessary in order to report 
your income and expense. 
This year, form 1040 has a, 
1, i 111 e joker at the top of 
page two and you must an­ 
swer the question, “Did, 
you, at any time during the 
taxahle ...year, have any in­ 


terest in or signature or 
other authority over a hank, 
securities, or other finan­ 
cial account in a. foreign 
country (except in, a U. S. 
military 
banking1 facility 
operated by a U. S. finan­ 
cial institution.)?'’*' 
If you answer yes, you, 
must complete and attach 
form 4683, 
The purpose of this ques­ 
tion. is to turn up those tax­ 
payers who have so-called 
secret numbered bank ac­ 
counts in Switzerland and 
other countries. Most of us 
can answer with a clear 
conscience — No. A very 
few will have to answer — 
Yes, and fill out form 4683 
and the secret bank account 
will be secret no more. 


SIMPLE LIFE 
If you have a very simple 
tax life with total income of 
less than $20,000 consisting 
of wages reported on form 
W-2, 
dividends, 
interest,, 
pensions and annuities, a l 
you have to do is complete 
the top part, of the return, 
and lines 1 through 18, 24, 
26, 27 and 28., .if applicable," 
and attach, a, copy of your 
W-2 forms and sehd the re­ 
turn, to Unde Sam. 


'The IRS 'will figure it out 
for you and it may well 'be 
that you would, be 'better off 
to let them do It for you 
than, it would 'be' for you, to 
straggle with, this form, or 
pay someone else to do it. 
There are no less 'than 1.5 
separate tables for deter­ 
mining the amount of tax 
that you owe if your income 
is less than $10,000 and you 
elect, to use the standard 
deduction, plus the surtax 
tables or computation. 
By letting the IRS figure 
this, 
you, 
automatically 
claim the low income allow­ 
ance and standard deduc­ 
tion a l l o w e d by law for 
personal, expenses such as 
contributions, taxes, inter­ 
est payments, medical, ex­ 
penses, and the like. If your 
allowable 
deductions 
for 
these items is in, excess of 
10 per cent of your income 
or $1,000, you should itemize 
your deductions.. 
If you. elect to have the 
IRS compute your' tax for 
you and there is any addi- 
t i o n, a 1 tax due, they will 
send you a, bill. This can 
result in your having a little 
extra, time in. which to pay 
the tax due since, other­ 
wise, you. have to pay it on 
April 15th. 
You, are expected to pay 
your taxes on the lowest 
basis possible and if you, 
have anything in the way of 
item i zed. deductions or em­ 
ployee deductions or busi­ 
ness expnese, chances are 
you. would 'be1 tetter off to 
use the long form.

Mama has always worked 
outside of her own home — 
and worked hard.

The younger generation is 
often impatient and even 
critical of some of mama’s 
funny ways, but ironicaly 
they pay tribute to her in 
many indirect ways — like:

Guatemala Weaving, Urns 
On Display At College Gallery 


MOTION PICTURE GUIDE

Guatemalan folk art is on. 
display through next Friday 
at the College of Marin Art 
Gallery, Kentfield. With the 
exception of one case of ar­ 
tifacts belonging to Alonzo 
Gonzalez, 
the 
exhibit is 
from the collection of Anne 
Hermann 
Lamboro, 
who 
served in Guatemala for 
two years as a member of 
the Peace Corp. 
The m ajority of the pieces 
— retaining the flavor of an 
ancient Mayan civilization 
— are contemporary and 
were created for personal 
use, rather than commer­ 
cial trade. 
Guatemalan Indians are 
•recognized as m asters of 
weaving and a variety of 
techniques are demonstrat­ 
ed among the large fabrics 
designed 
for skirts, and 
narrow er strips which are 
used for belts, sashes, and 
grocery “ knapsacks.” Some 
of the weavings are as deli­ 
cate and smooth as fine li­ 
nen. 
Others 
incorporate 
soft, thick yarns with tight­ 
ly twisted 'threads for high- 
low patterns in brilliant co­ 
lors. 
From the aspect of techn­ 
ical and decorative excell­ 
ence, the weavings would 
m erit high praise from any 
critic. But when they are 
evaluated against the pri­ 
m itive devices used in their 
production, the accomplish­ 
m ent becomes awesome, in­ 
deed. Several looms with 
lncompleted garments are 
included in the show. They 
consist of tree branches, ’ 
some of which are twisted

Commute Bus 
Expressway 
'Works Well' 


UNION CITY, N J. (UP!) — 
Partial relief to the massive 
traffic jams which accompany 
the daüy commuting of New 
Jerseyans to Manhattan has 
been afforded by a 2Vi mile 
road reserved exclusively for 
commuter buses. 
The road, which connects the 
Jersey Turnpike with the Lin­ 
coln Tunnel, was opened on 
Jan. 18, 1970. A Port of New 
York Authority spokesman said 
Thursday 
that 
the 
35,000 
persons who travel it daily have 
found their commuting time cut 
down by 15 minutes each way. 
The road was financed jointly 
by the U. 5. Department of 
Transportation ($500,000) and 
the New Jersey Turnpike 
Authority ($134,000). The Port 
Authority, however, is responsi­ 
ble for its maintenance as well 
as the police who patrol it. 
A State Transportation De­ 
partment spokesman said that 
It is believed to be the first of 
its kind in New Jersey.

The first change would al­

The second change also 
would extend to publicly 
owned land the right, now 
limited to private holdings, 
of filling for water-oriented 
c o m m e r ic a l - r e c r e a t i o n 
w here the property is “sub­ 
stantially on existing land.” 
Both amendments were 
proposed by the BCDC staff 
to meet the need to upgrade

areas. They would apply in 
Sausalito and Tiburón as 
well as in San Francisco 
and Oakland. 
Spokesmen for San Fran­ 
cisco city agencies objected 
that the amendments still 
would not allow hotels and 
office buildings on the wa­ 
terfront.

SAN FRANCISCO — Mar­ 
in County’s hope for quick 
approval of a permit to fill 
one-sixteenth of an acre in 
Richardson Bay for a bicy­ 
cle path yesterday ran into 
a last-minute hitch before 
the Bay Conservation and 
Development Commission. 
The 
unexpected 
hitch 
arose when the BCDC staff 
objected that the fill permit 
would be for property only 
leased by the county. The 
owner of the property, the 
Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road, could cancel the lease 
in the future and then use 
the fill for railroad purpos­ 
es, the staff noted. 
The staff suggested that a 
solution to its fears could be 
for the railroad to dedicate 
the n a r r o w strip to the 
county. The railroad, how­ 
ever, traditionally is reluc­ 
tant to abandon any portion 
of its right-of-way. 
The staff objections were 
raised informally before the 
commission’s regular meet­ 
ing, and a scheduled public 
hearing on the fill permit 
was postponed to Jan. 21 at 
2 p.m. in Room 1194 of the 
State Building, 450 Golden 
Gate Avenue. The hearing 
was postponed because oth­ 
er agenda items consumed 
the afternoon. 
The fill would be 450 feet 
long and up to six feet wide. 
The narrow area has been 
leased by the county from 
the railroad for three years 


at $1,000 a year. The lease 
is renewable on a year-to- 
year basis after the first 
three years. 
The fill would be part of 
the final link in the bicycle 
path between Sausalito and 
Mill Valley. The $30,000 cost 
of the link, running from 
the northern boundary of 
Sausalito to the southern 
end of the Richardson Bay 
Bridge, will be met under a 
state grant. The path al­ 
ready connects south over 
the Golden Gate Bridge to 
San Francisco.

Although the drug metha­ 
done 
has been h i g h 1 y 
praised for allowing heroin 
addicts to lead useful lives, 
officials in the drug treat­ 
ment field are concerned it 
is available only on a limit­ 
ed basis in Marin Cbunty. 
Officials estim ate there 
are at least 1,000 heroin ad­ 
dicts in the county, with 
short-term 
users 
making 
the number even higher. 
Methadone, 
a 
synthetic 
drug 
which 
provides 
an 
addictive but harm less sub­ 
stitute for heroin users, is 
now given out only at a few 
locations designed for in-pa­ 
tient treatm ent of withdra­ 
wal symptoms. 
Concerned that the drug 
is not available yet in Marin 
under 
legislation 
passed 
last year which a l l o w s 
methadone to be used on a 
full-time 
basis, 
several 
M arin doctors 
and other 
leaders in the drug field are 
trying to put a program to­ 
gether. 
Roger Smith, a criminolo­ 


gist who heads Open House, 
a newly opened center for 
drug abuse therapy in San 
Rafael, is attempting to set 
up a program under which 
100 persons could be treated 
with methadone during the 
first year. 
“We think if we can get a 
methadone program going, 
we can demonstrate that se­ 
condary criminality can be 
reduced drastically,” 
Dr. 
Smith said. 
By “ secondary criminali­ 
ty,” Dr. Smith means the 
thefts, robberies — and even 
prostitution — committed by 
addicts in order to pay for their 
expensive heroin habits. 
(Heroin addicts who are 
what Dr. Smith calls “ fully 
imm ersed” in the drug sub­ 
culture usually spend $50 to 
$100 a day for the illegal 
narcotic. Law officers have 
estimated the expensive ha­ 
bit 
means 
addicts 
must 
steal $500 to $1,000 in goods 
daily since they often only 
get about 10 per cent of the 
value from persons to whom 
the contraband is sold.) 


Even on the clean streets 
of Marin, women addicts 
practice prostitution in or­ 
der to maintain their ha­ 
bits. 
“ It’s more subtle than in 
the big cities,” said Marvin 
Cahn, an attorney who has 
represented in court many 
persons 
absorbed by the 
drug culture. 
Cahn said that M arin’s 
prostitutes 
operate 
very 
quietly in bars for the most 
part, and few patrons sus­ 
pect the activity. 
“ They 
probably turn one or two 
tricks a night,” he said. 


Cahn, too, became con­ 
cerned about g e t t i n g a 
methadone program esta­ 
blished when he tried to 
find the drug for a client 
who is a heroin addict. 


He explained in a court 
hearing that the drug is now 
available only for withdra­ 
wal symptoms and that his 
client, a jail inmate, had 
already gone through with­ 
drawals “ cold t u r k e y ’ * 
while locked up. 


Neither Dr. Smith nor 
others in the treatm ent field 
suggest that methadone will 
solve completely the drug 
addiction 
problem. 
Dr. 
Smith sees it as a “ holding 
action” which can be used 
to give an addict “ tim e to 
work on the real problems” 
which caused the addiction. 
He estimated the cost of 
methadone 
treatm ent 
at 
about $10 a week for the 
first year, dropping off in 
the second year. The big­ 
gest cost, he explained, is 
for initial physical and psy­ 
chological examinations. 


Once a person is on meth­ 
adone, Dr. Smith said, he 
expects the person to get a 
job or start training or 
schooling which will lead to 
employment, thus enabling 
h i m to pay for his own 
methadone. 


Although persons taking 
methadone 
are 
slightly 
“narcotized,” 
in 
Dr. 
Smith’s 
words, they 
are 
able to carry out normal 
functions. 


Federal laws provide the 
drug must be administered 
under 
strict 
provisions. 
First, the addict must have 
been using opiates for at 
least two years and second­ 
ly, he must have tried at 
least one other cure for add­ 
iction and failed. 


Other rules r e q u i r e a 
complete pnysical examina­ 
tion and prohibit the drug 
use for persons under 18 
years, pregnant women and 
those with serious physical 
illness. 
If Dr. Smith is able to get 
a methadone maintenance 
program going, the Com­ 
munity Mental Health Cen­ 
ter plans to contract for 20 
patients. 
Dr. 
John S. 
Guerrant, 
head of the center, said the 
only facilities there now for 
drug a d d i c t s are those 
available to patients with 
withdrawal 
symptoms. 
Methadone is also available 
at OpenHouse and Ross Ge­ 
neral Hospital on the same 
basis.

College of Marin in the fall 
trailed last year’s total, ap­ 
plications

Dean of Students Irwin P. 
Diamond told the Marin Ju ­ 
nior College District board 
last night that 3,500 applica­ 
tions are expected for the 
spring semester. A total of 
2,000

received 
last 
spring, he said. 
To date, Diamond said, 
2,649 applications had been 
received, compared to 1,480 
last year. 
In the fall, enrollment was 
5,616, compared to 5,679 last 
year, but Diamond said the 
normal spring dropoff will 
be very small this year. 
Diamond also presented 


reports on the characteris­ 
tics of the student body, 
dropouts and the number of 
black students.

Coors To Pay 
Cent Per Bottle 


Residents of San Anselmo 
want a bus rapid transit sys­ 
tem 
over existing 
railroad 
rights-of-way, generally paral­ 
leling Highway 101 and not cut­ 
ting a “swath” through Ross, 
Kentfield and San Anselmo. 
That was the consensus ex­ 
pressed last night at a public 
hearing on five alternate rapid 
transit plans under considera­ 
tion by the Golden Gate Bridge 
District directors. The hearing, 
at Sir F r a n c i s Drake High 
School, was attended by about 
100 persons. 
A committee of the bridge 
district, including Board Presi­ 
dent Lowell Edington of Napa 
County, presented the alternate 
plans with the help of bridge 
engineers 
and 
consultants. 
Dean N. Meyer of Mill Valley 
presided. 
Of the five plans presented, 
one calling for rapid tansit bus­ 
es on exclusive rights-of-w$y 
from Montgomery and Post 
streets in San Francisco to No­ 
vato drew the most support 
from the audience. 
The buses would use a lower 
deck on the G o l d e n Gate 
Bridge, emerge at the north 
end on an aerial structure be­ 
tween the north and southbound 
lanes of highway 101, and go 
through a third Waldo Tunnel. 
To the west of Richardson Bay 
Bridge, it would join the North­ 
western Pacific right-of-way 
and follow it to Novato. 
Strongest opposition came on 
a proposal which calls for an 
underwater 
tube 
from 
San 
Francisco to Sausalito with a 
fixed guideway (perhaps rails) 
through Corte Madera, Lark­ 
spur, Kentfield, Ross and San 
Anselmo. At the Hub, the fixed 
guideway would tunnel under 
Red Hill and emerge near the 
Marin Civic Center. 
Anne West of San Anselmo 
said she favored the bus plan 
because of its lower cost ($495 


million, compared to the more 
than $900 million required for 
each of the other systems) and 
its flexibility. 
She asked bridge directors to 
plan the bus system so that it 
could be converted later to rails 
if necessary. 
“I would oppose the rail plan 
because it would send rails 
through Ross Valley,” 
said 
Mrs. West. “Rails through Ross 
and San Anselmo would be a 
pity.” 
Warren R. Perry, a San An­ 
selmo city councilman, joined 


Mrs. West in opposing any rails 
or major construction through 
Ross Valley. 
“Any swath for rail or right- 
of-way through town would be 
unacceptable,’’ he said. 
John F. West of San Anselmo, 
a county planning commission­ 
er, asked the bridge district to 
coordinate closely the rapid 
transit system with Marin’s lo­ 
cal transportation systems.

John Clow of Ross called for 
removal from consideration an 
alternate plan which calls for 
the extension of Bay Area Rap­ 
id Transit trains over the Rich- 
mond-San Rafael Bridge and 
north to Novato. The area south 
of San Rafael would be served 
by buses. 
Clow also complained that 
each plan would provide major 
stops in Marin City but showed 
no stations to serve valleys like 
Ross Valley or Terra Linda. 


Robert E. Shields, bridge en­ 
gineer, assured him that feeder 
systems would serve the val­ 
leys and connect with the main 
north-south system. 
Several others in the audi­ 
ence said they favored the bus 
system and opposed any rail 
line through the Ross Valley. 
Last night’s hearing was one 
of more than 20 scheduled in 
various 
communities 
from 
Crescent City to San Francisco 
to enable bridge* directors to 
sound out public opinion on the 
five alternates.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -A 
state antipollution board today 
refused to postpone implemen­ 
tation of an order directing U.S. 
Steel Corp. from discharging 
wastes into waterways of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta. 
But the state Water Resour­ 
ces Control Board did order its 
staff to examine the petition of 
U.S. Steel seeking a review of a 
cease and desist order and to 
report back Jan. 21 with a 
recommendation. 
The cease and desist order 
against the giant firm was 
issued in November by the San 
Francisco Regional Water Qua­ 
lity Control Board. The state 
board is the parent of the 
regional agency. 
The order said the firm’s 
plant near Pittsburg violated 
state antipollution rules. The 
company dumps about 20 
million gallons of waste and 
cooling water into New York 
Slough each day, the board 
said. 
The five-member state board 
unanimously denied the steel 
company’s appeal for a stay of 
the regional board’s order. 
Member Ronald Roble called 
grounds on which U.S. Steel 
sought the stay “fairly weak.” 
The firm said the o r d e r 
should be stayed to avoid label­ 
ing petitioner (U.S. Steel) as a 
polluter and unfairly subjecting 
petitioner to severe penalties." 
The state agency said that 
the only “penalties" provided 
by the regional board’s order 
was requesting the attorney 
general 
to 
prosecute 
the 
discharger unless its directives 
were obeyed. 


A U.S. Steel representative, 
William Everetts, 
told 
the 
board the company “regretted" 
the denial. He asked that It be 
given the opportunity later to 
present “evidence" to support 
its position. 
“We’d like very much to hear 
from you,’’ said Kerry Mulli­ 
gan, board chairman. 
U.S. Steel, in seeking the 
postponement, asserted that the 
San Francisco board’s timeta­ 
ble for construction of addition­ 
al discharge facilities were “too 
vague” and “unenforceable.”

Marin Prep Basketballers To Open League Season

The M arin County Athlet­ 
ic League, as powerful as it 
has ever been and probably 
better balanced, opens its 
1971 league season tonight 
after more than a month of 
preseason play. 
All team s will see action 
in four gam es beginning at 
8 o'clock. San Rafael is at 
Marin Catholic in Kentfield, 
Redwood is at Novato, Ter­ 
ra Linda is at Drake in San 
Anselmo, 
and 
Tamalpais 
and San M arin meet at the 
College of Marin. 
The favorite to win the 
title, now as before the first 


jump ball of the season last 
November, is Tamalpais of 
Mill Valley. The Indians are 
seventh ranked among Bay 
Area team s, and have won 
nine of 11 preseason games. 
They took the championship 
of 
the 
Redwood 
Empire 
Tournament in Healdsburg, 
and beat such powerhouses 
as Sacred Heart, Oakland 
and Petaluma. 
Yet Tam is no lead-pipe 
cinch to win the crown, for 
there are two other tourna­ 
ment-winning team s in the 
MCAL, and three besides 
t h o s e which have shown 
brilliance at times. 


Redwood, league cham ­ 
pions for the past two years, 
has achieved a No. 17 rank­ 
ing in the preseason, having 
won the Yuba City Tourna­ 
ment and defeated eighth 
ranked St. Ignatius. 
The Larkspur team lost 
four of its first six games, 
but since then has won five 
of six, for a 7-5 preseason 
mark. 
The other tourney winner, 
and the Cinderella team in 
the l e a g u e this year, is 
Marin Catholic.

court. He’s also a deter­

defensive 
player, 
who can b r e a k up any 
game. He was named most 
v a l u a b l e player in the 
Healdsburg tourney. 


Redwood: Scott Trobbe — 
Last y e a r ’ s sixth man, 
Trobbe has matured into 
something of a superstar in 
the preseason. Voted to the 
all tourney team s both at 
Fresno and Yuba, the 6-foot- 
6 forward has consistently 
s c o r e d in the 20s, some­ 
times in the 30s.

Outdoor Sports 
Con Go Indoors 


Tom Rooney, the squire of Kenwood in Sonoma 
County and originator and managing director for 
the San Francisco Sports and Boat Show, was 
holding court on the eve of the 29th annual event 
which opens today at the Cow Palace. 
Naturally, Rooney likes to talk about money 
because his show features thousands of outdoor 
sports and recreation items and it makes the 
record of 550-plus exhibitors feel good to sell a 
few items. 
“We feel very optimistic for 1971 for the mar­ 
ine and outdoor industry/’ Rooney told a group of 
scribes, “based on the number of exhibitors for 
our show. The marine industry showed a large 
economic upturn this fall, and the boating indus­ 
try held remarkably well this year — better than 
color TV, appliances and commercial travel. The 
history of recessions shows that there is a great 
turn to recreation as the dollar for big items is 
not necessarily there, but it is for recreation 
which is generally a low-priced item.” 
The boat show, which utilizes every inch of 
space in the mammoth Cow Palace, always fea­ 
tures the usual outdoor sporting equipment. 
Asked to describe his spectacle which brings 
the great outdoors indoors, Rooney succinctly 
called it : “The World Series of Folk Sports. A toy 
shop for children eager to explore the wonders of 
the outdoors.” 
This show, which runs through Jan. 17, again 
will feature the perennially popular Huck Finn 
Fishing Pool where many youngsters get their 
first taste of angling. Also, the canny Rooney 
estimated there are 20 million fishermen in the 
country and pointed out that as of last November 
the California Fish and Game Commission had 
issued 2,197,084 fishing licenses. 
Yes, anglers will find every imaginable fishing 
item on display. 
One of the biggest hits of the show, Rooney 
pointed out, will be the unique s k y b o a t , the 
“Boataloon.” It’s a round, fiberglass boat at­ 
tached to a rubberized plastic 48-foot high balloon 
which enables it to travel on water or in the air.

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Gurney: A Natural 
In World Of Racing 


The secret of race driving is measuring up 
exactly to your limits of courage, reflexes, judg­ 
ment, daring, eyesight and strength. If your limit 
is 174 miles-per-hour and you drive 174 miles-per- 
hour, you’re a race driver. If you drive 173.8 
miles-per-hour, you’re a motorist. If you drive 
174.6 miles-per-hour, you’re dead. 
The arithmetic equation 
drag racing to sports cars 
of race dri ving is that your 
limit is the square of your 
potential. Dan Gurney was 
one of the great American 
race drivers 'because he 
knew precisely that. He 
knew precisely how fast to 
go. And he knew precisely 
how slow to go. 
“YOU HAVE to feel the 
car is an extension of your­ 
self,” is the way he explains 
it. ‘‘It is an extension of 
your nerves and senses. If 
you feel it is a foreign body 
you are struggling to con­ 
trol, you will end up in a 
pit, on a wall, on foot, or on 
a stretcher.” 
When Dan Gurney hung 
up his goggles last year af­ 
ter 15 years as probably the 
best Grand Prix d r i v e r 
America 
ever 
produced, 
auto racing had to be as 
relieved as it was saddened. 
No one ever went through 
the comers at Indy or the 
turns at LeMans. or the 
trees of the Nurburgring 
any 
smoother than 
Dan 
Gurney. Even the 'most ti­ 
morous never hesitated to 
dice with Dan. He was as 
natural to race driving as 
Snead to golf, Mays to base-' 
ball, or the shark to swim- 
m i n g . He fell out of bed 
with his ability. For Gurney 
to have ended up in a burn­ 
ing race car w o u l d have 
argued that nobody had a 
real chance in this game, 
that it is a rigged wheel and 
the house always wins. 
AMERICAN race drivers 
are usually cigar-chewing, 
dirt-track types. The urge to 
go fast in a circle is incom­ 
prehensible to the average 
9-to-5 guy. But the guys who 
do it are u s u a l l y blood 
brothers to the ones who 
rustle s t e e r s , or die for 
gold, or jump out of planes, 
or ride sharks.. 'They don’t 
usually like to drive where' 
people talk funny or drink 
tea with three fingers. 
Dan Gurney’s people, on 
the other hand, come from 
concert and opera.

'Knievel, who became a 
motorcycle stunt rider five 
years ago, starts Ms $1 mil­ 
lion conquest with a $25,000 
appearance in the Astro­ 
dome Friday and, if he’s 
still h e a l t h y , Saturday 
night. 
The 
32-year-old 
Butte, 
Mont., native will try to set 
an indoor world record by 
jumping 13 cars placed side 
by side in the floor of the 
domed stadium. He holds 
the world record of 11 set in 
the Cow P a l a c e in San 
Francisco. 
He tried to jump 12 last 
year in Vancouver, B.C., 
and failed. Undaunted, he 
tried to jump 13 outdoors at 
Mount Pocono. Pa., last Oc­ 
tober, missed again and 
suffered a broken, back. 
At Mount Pocono, he had 
a half mile runway to gain, 
speed and momentum for 
the spectacular leap, but 
missed. At the Astrodome 
Friday night, he will have 
80 yards. 
“That’s why this thing 
has got me spooked here,” 
Knievel (as in devil) said. 
“The c h a n c e you got to 


make it, the runway is the 
main thing. The track here 
is rough and that’s a damn 
big problem.” 
But by starting in the 
hallway of the Dome, he can 
get enough, room to acceler­ 
ate to 75 miles an hour by 
the time he reaches the 
jump ramp and he can go 
out the centerfield ramp 
into a parking lot to slow . 
down — if he makes the 
jump. 
He plans to try to jump 19 
c a r s , which would be a 
world outdoor record, dur­ 
ing

National 
NASCAR race at Ontario, 
Calif., next month. That’s 
worth another $25,000, he 
said. 
The last time he tried to 
jum p 19 c a r s , in Seat­ 
tle, W a s h . , last year, he 
missed and suffered another 
broken back. He had set the 
record of 18 at Seattle. 
The biggest leap of Knei- 
vel’s career will be some- 
t i m. e next year when he 
attempts to jump a mile- 
'widewide section of Snake 
River C a n y o n which he 
'bought when the govern­ 
ment refused to let him. 
jump Grand Canyon. The 
canyon is 1,000 feet deep 
where the jump is planned 
and Knievel has installed a 
parachute on a specially 
built cycle. 
The vehicle t which resem­ 


bles a r o c k e t with two 
wheels and uses jet fuel and 
beer, cost $100,000. It trav­ 
els 350 miles an hour. 
Knievel, who walks with a 
cane with a golden, 'knob, 
has had 13 accidents since 
he graduated from motorcy­ 
cle racing five years ago. 
He’s such a had risk now 
that he can’t buy insurance. 
It even costs him $5,000 a 
year insurance for a $100,- 
000 trailer truck he uses.

Mrs. Meir's Ground 
Rules For Any Talks

Israeli Premier Golda Meir 
met in sun-drenched Jerusalem 
today 
with 
U.N. 
negotiator 
Gunnar V. Jarring and laid 
down what observers called a 
stiff set of ground rules for 
Israeli 
participation 
in 
the 
Middle East talks. They includ­ 
ed a demand that Egypt quit 
threatening war. 
Jarring interrupted the Mid­ 
dle East peace talks in New 
York with the Israel, Egyptian 
and 
Jordanian 
ambassadors 
and flew to Israel at Mrs. 
Meir’s request for talks with 
her, Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban and Israeli Ambassador 
Yosef TeKoah who accompanied 
him from New York. 
Before the talks began Mrs. 
Meir called them ‘‘the most 
important meeting I have had 
in a long tim e.’’Details of what 
was 
being 
discussed 
came 
today from Israel Galili, a 
cabinet minister without portfo­ 
lio who is Mrs. Meir’s close 
friend, confidante and speech 
writer. 
In a speech to a Tel Aviv 
trade union gathering, distribut­ 
ed by the government press 


office and obviously reflecting 
the Meir-Jarring talks, Galili 
set forth these ground rules for 
the peace talks: 


—An 
end 
to 
threats 
by 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa­ 
dat and other Arab leaders to 
resume hostilities. “Threats of 
renewed war will not make the 
talks wheels turn but constitute 
the source of hardening and 
failure.” 


—No attempt by the Big Four 
powers to impose a solution. 
—Maintenance of the cease­ 
fire without time limit after its 
Feb. 5 expiration date. “ An 
ultimatum to reopen fire will 
bring renewed war and no 
softening on the part of Israel.” ’ 


—Israel is ready to discuss 
withdrawal from Arab territo­ 
ries captured in the 1967 war 
but only to secure borders. 
“There is nothing to be gained 
in talking about getting Israeli 
obligations in advance for a 
total withdrawal.” Any withdra­ 
wal 
must 
be 
part 
of 
a 
contractual peace and the pre-

Alarm Sounded On Open 
Space Property In Marin 


By GEORGE NEVIN 


Preserving open space in 
M arin County soon may re­ 
quire “ telling a property 
owner he can’t build on his 
land,” a conservationist at­ 
torney told a symposium in 
Mill Valley yesterday. 
Douglas B. Ferguson, who 
sometim es serves as a legal 
adviser to the N ature Con­ 
servancy, said this radical 
approach may be needed to 
acquire undeveloped ridge- 
lands in Southern Marin al- 
t h o u g h other tools are 
available as well. 
Ferguson was one of three 
panelists speaking on “ bal­ 
anced housing, open space 
and Mill Valley in a region­ 
al plan” sponsored by the 
Mill 
Valley 
Outdoor 
Art 
Club. Other speakers were 
Robert E. Burton, chairm an 
of the Mill Valley Planning 
Commission, 
and 
John 
Blayney, 
of the 
regional 
planning firm of Livingston 
and Blayney. 
Ferguson said the most 
common m eans of acquir­ 
ing open space are through 
buying the land and through 
restricting developm ent by 
zoning or other statutory re­ 
gulations. 
But, he s a i d , the tim e 
m ay be coming when “ we 
have to rethink our concepts 
of private ownership and 


realize that the public good 
m ay best be served by tell­ 
ing a property owner he 
can’t build on his land.” 
Ferguson 
com pared the 
idea of taking land from a 
private owner with freeing 
slaves in the Civil War. He 
pointed out that slaves re­ 
presented a large invest­ 
m ent to their owners, but 
that 
“ social 
conditions 
change. Someone at some 
point had to tell them (slav­ 
eowners), ‘Sorry, but socie­ 
ty ’s needs are different now 
and you’ll have to give up 
your property.’ Something 
sim ilar m ight have to be

MONTEVIDEO, 
Uruguay 
(UPI) — Left-wing Tupamaros 
terrorists kidnaped British Am­ 
bassador 
Geoffrey 
Jackson 
today on his way to work in a 
sensational commando opera­ 
tion in which they hid a sub 
machine-gun in a basket of 
lettuce. 
A group of Tupamaros in a 
stolen car pulled in front of the 
ambassador’s black Daimler- 
Jaguar in a narrow street of 
the old city seven blocks from 
the 
heavily-guarded 
British 
Embassy while a “fruit ven­ 
dor” in the street produced the 
submachinegun from his bas­ 
ket. They dragged the ambas­ 
sador’s chauffeur from his car 
and used c l u b s to beai into 
submission the two bodyguards 
who were following in a small 
truck. Then, witnesses said, 
they drove the 
ambassador 
away in his own car with a 
stolen vehicle following. 
The am bassador’s car was 
found damaged a mile and a 
half 
from 
the 
scene, 
and 
witnesses there said they saw a 
man being transferred into a 
white car which took off at high 
speed towards the outskirts of 
the capital. 
Jackson, 55, has been ambas­ 
sador to Uruguay since July, 
1969, and has held several other 
diplomatic 
posts 
in 
Latin 
America, the Middle East and 
Europe. He is an old friend of 
British 
trade 
commissioner 
James R. Cross, recently re­ 
leased by terrorists in Quebec. 


Police immediately launched 
a widespread search, stopping 
all cars leaving and entering 
the capital, but the same group 
has been holding two other for­ 
eign officials for months while 
police have searched in vain.

kidnaped 
U.S. agricultural adviser Claude

Pacheco Areco has steadfas­ 
tly refused to release prisoners

The Tupamaros, who take 
their name from the Inca,

Anti-Soviet Bomb

proclaiming: “This is a sample 
of things to come. Let our 
people go. Never again!” 
“Never again” is a slogan of 
the Jewish Defense League. 
Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei I. Gromyko handed what a 
U.S. spokesman described as a 
“very strong protest” over the 
incident to the U.S. ambassador 
to Moscow, Jacob D. Beam. 
Beam 
expressed 
“sincere 
regrets” and went to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry, without being 
summoned, 
to discuss with 
Gromyko the recent series of 
incidents in Moscow and in the 
United 
States 
involving 
in­ 
cidents directed at Russian 
personnel 
in 
America 
and 
Americans in Russia. 
Even before Beam offered 
personal 
regrets, 
the 
State 
Department 
relayed 
to 
the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
“deep regret” over the bomb­ 
ing, together with a pledge to

Nearly Five Million 
Reported Jobless 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Uem - 
ployment increased in Decem­ 
ber to 6 per cent of America’s 
work force, the highest level in 
nine years. 
The Labor Department in re­ 
porting today the rise from a 
5.8 per cent jobless rate in Nov­ 
ember, said 4.6 million people 
were unemployed last month. 
That was 2million more than 
were seeking jobs in Decem- 
iber, 1969. 
The jobless rate increased by 


0 .2 per cent despite the end of 
the General Motors strike 
which the Nixon administration 
had said was responsible for a 
substantial part of November 
unemployment." 
White House Press Secretar 
Ronald L. Ziegler said last 
month that if it had not been 
for the “echo” effect of the GM 
strike, the unemployment rate 
for November would have been 
only 5.5 per cent. 
The unemployment rate in 
December for white workers 
was 5.5 per cent while the rate 
for Negro workers was 9.3 per 
cent. Other rates were 4.3 per 
cent for all adult men, 3.3 per 
cent for married men, 5.7 per 


cent for adult women and 17.5 
per cent for teenagers. 
The unemployment rate of 6 
* per cent last month contrasted 
with 3.5 per cent level in 
December, 1969. The average 
jobless figure for the year was 
4.9 per cent, highest rate since 
a 5.2 per cent monthly average 
in 1964. 
December unemployment was 
the highest since December, 
1961.

unemployed 15 weeks or more 
exceeded one million on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, high­ 
est level since mid-1964. The 
average duration of unemploy­ 
ment was 9.8 weeks, up from 
9.4 weeks in November.

special study commission on 
federal 
criminal 
law 
has 
concluded marijuana offenses 
should be treated like traffic 
violations, handguns should be 
outlawed and capital punish­ 
ment should be abolished. 


The 
recommendations 
are 
included in a report by the 12- 
member National Commission 
on Reform of Federal Criminal 
I^aws prepared for submission 
to 
Congress 
and 
President 
Nixon today. 


The commission is headed by 
Edmund G. t Pat) Brown, the 
former governor of California, 
who said the code would make 
simple possession of marijuana 
a misdemeanor, subject to a 
fine. 


“ We weren’t ready to legalize 
it 
and 
have 
it 
sold 
like 
cigarettes but we did recognize 
that many people, particularly 
the young, are using it,” Brown 
said. 


It was anyone’s guess what 
the response of Congress would 
be to the proposals. During its 
last session, Congress refused 
to outlaw handguns and added 
certain terrorist bombings to 
the list of crimes for which the 
death penalty may be imposed. 
Spokesmen said there were 
several areas of disagreement 
among the commission mem­ 
bers. 
Rep. Richard H. Poff, R-Va., 
the commission vice chairman, 
said 
he 
favored 
retaining 
capital punishment for crimes 


such as treason and premedi­ 
tated murder. 
The 
group 
studied 
with 
inconclusive results the 1970 
report of the Commission on 
Obscenity. Brown said some 
important testcases in the field 
still 
were 
pending 
in 
the 
Supreme COURT. He said it 
was 
the 
feeing 
of 
the 
commission that the United 
States was “ not ready to adopt 
the Denmark situation” under 
which all forms of pornography 
were legalized for adults. 
The proposal would expand 
federal jurisdiction in criminal 
law to cover certain crimes 
committed in the course of 
another federal offense. It asks 
stiffer sentences for dangerous 
offenders, 
additional 
parole 
supervision for hardened cri­ 
minals released from prison, 
and would make persistant 
misdemeanors a felony.

Is Seized 


BOSTON (U PI)-The Boston 
museum of Fine Arts proudly 
unveiled a previously unknown 
and uncatalogued Italian mast­ 
erpiece in 1969 and valued it at 
more than $1 million. U.S. 
customs authorities seized it 
Thursday, saying it was smug­ 
gled into the country. 
“ Portrait of Elenora Gonzal- 
ja” by the 16th-Century Italian 
renaissance 
master 
Raphael 
was locked in a safe at the 
museum under a U.S. Customs 
seal today.) 
The painting, a girl thought 
to be 12 or 13 years old, is on a 
10-1-2 by 8-1-2 piece of wood. 
Museum officials said the 
portrait was “presumed” to be 
Elenora Gonzaja, the daughter 
of an Italian nobleman. It was 
painted in 1505. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Wil­ 
lie 
Davis, 
who was present 
when the painting was seized 
under a search warrant, said 
the Raphael was legally pur­ 
chased in Italy but taken from 
that country without a license 
and brought into the United 
States Sept. 4, 1969, without 
being declared to customs at 
the port of entry. He said a 
museum representative picked 
up the painting in London. 
Ever since the painting was 
unveiled Dec. 15, 1969, Italian 
authorities have maintained it 
was smuggled out of their 
country. Rololfo Siviero. head 
of Italy’s department for the 
recovery of works 
of 
art, 
announced Jan. 23, 1970 he had 
begun an investigation into how 
the museum got the portrait. 


Iron Monster' Eats Car Hulks 


HOLLAND, Mich. (UPI) — 
Junk cars which clutter the 
American landscape are being 
chewed and shredded into bits 
of metal the size of large 
cornflakes by a machine known 
as the “ Iron Monster.” 
The machine, which needs 
two minutes to render an old 
car into steel confetti, was put 
into operation here Thursday. 
A Junk car—less engine, tires 
and transmission—is fed into a 
hopper at one end of a huge 
machinery complex. Two mi-

metal emerge from the other 
end.

The machine, costing nearly 
$1 million and installed at 
Padnos Iron and Metal Co., is 
supported by 339 cubic yards of 
concrete weight over 1.5 million 
pounds, bringing the total 
weight to 2.1 million pounds. 
Seymour Padnos, president of 
the Iron and Metal co., said the

The administration also re­ 
ported that it was “ very close 
to balancing the books” in fi­ 
nancing the vast State Water 
Project. 
The state water resources 
department cautioned, however, 
that, “even if all our costs and 
revenues turn out exactly as 
now estim ated,” the m argin 
between deficit and surplus as 
forecast was “ too thin for com­ 
fort.” 
The optimistic report was 
made to the California Water 
Commission after the agency 
studied the project’s progress 
and the status of its financing. 
A blue-ribbon committee set 
up by Gov. Ronald Reagan in 
1967 predicted that the state 
because of improper financing 
might experience a project fund 
deficit of $300 million by 1972 
and $600 million by 1975. 
Department Director William 
R. Gianelli told the commission 
that a number of austerity 
measures have been taken and 
as a result “we believe we are 
very close to balancing the 
books.” 
Gianelli added, “It is reason­ 
able to expect that we will have 
adequate funds to complete the 
project facilities necessary by 
1972 and 1975.” 
The “financial integrity” of 
the $3 billion project will be 
maintained, he said, with the 
delivery of water and power 
already under contracts.

Corning, an official of the 
Moscow office of Pan American 
Airways, said he was menaced 
Thursday night by the four 
R u s s i a n s in a parking lot 
alongside the Metropole Hotel. 
“The men harangued me for 
about 15 minutes and without 
touching me they effectively 
prevented me from getting in 
my car,” Corning said. 
Corning said the four “asked 
me to do something about the 
situation for the Russians in the

FDA Finds 


Most Tuna 


Untainted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) The 
Food and Drug Administration 
says most canned tuna is free 
of excess mercury, but all 
swordfish may disappear from 
the market because of a high 
concentration of the poisonous 
liquid metal. 
The FDA said tests on half 
the nation’s entire stock of 
canned tuna found that less 
than 2 per cent contained 
mercury in excess of the safety 
limit of 0.5 parts per million. 
But that limit was exceeded 
in 89 per cent of the swordfish 
tested. 
The 
FDA 
Thursday 
an­ 
nounced a recall of 1.2 million 
cans of tuna in addition to the 1 
million 
cans 
recalled 
last 
month. Initial tests of tuna in 
December found excessive mer­ 
cury in 23 per cent of the 
samples, but this included a 
much smaller sample than the 
results announced Thursday, 
and the tests concentrated on 
lots suspected of containing the 
substance. 
Virgil 0. Wodicka, director of 
the FDA’s Bureau of Foods, 
said when tests of the entire 
tuna crop are completed next 
week 
he 
expected 
excess 
mercury to be found in about 10 
per cent. The higher final 
figure is expected because the 
remaining tuna to be tested is 
of the larger varieties, which 
are more subject to contamina­ 
tion than the smaller tuna. 
He said FDA regulations 
were keeping tainted swordfish 
off the market. 
The FDA said other foods had 
been tested and found to be 
free of excess mercury, includ­ 
ing milk, eggs, poultry, flour, 
beef liver, shrimp, fruits and 
vegetables. 


Five GIs 


Killed In 


Ambush 


SAIGON (U P I)—The U.S. 
Command said today a Commu­ 
nist unit overran an American 
paratrooper patrol and killed 
five of its members in a clash 
that produced the heaviest U.S. 
casualties of the new year. 
Military sources said the 
reconnaissance patrol of the 
U.S. 173rd Airborne Brigade 
apparently was ambushed in 
rice paddy country 295 miles 
northeast of Saigon Thursday. 
Another airborne unit found 
the bodies of the slain GIs after 
clashing with a larger Commu­ 
nist force. They said radio 
contact with the first group was 
lost suddenly some hours ear­ 
lier. 
The fighting broke out 16 
miles south of Bong Son in the 
coastal plain. Helicopter gun- 
ships were called and two 
platoons of paratroops were 
brought in by helicopter after 
loss of radio communication. 
Military spokesmen declined 
to say how large the ambushed 
patrol was but said there 
apparently were some survi­ 
vors. There was no report on 
Communist casualties. 
It was the heaviest American 
casualties since Dec. 31 when 
five American sailors were 
killed in an ambush of their 
boat on a canal deep in the 
Mekong Delta. 
Binh Dinh province, scene of 
the fighting, has been a 
Communist 
stronghold 
for 
years and many Viet Cong 
pockets there have provided 
stubborn resistance to Allied 
pacification efforts.

Construction 
Cost To Go Up, 
Builders Say 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In- 
flationary labor wage settle­ 
ment and increased materials 
cost s will cause a sharp in­ 
crease in construction prices, 
the Association of General Con­ 
tractors of America said. 
The AGC said projected new 
construction dollar volume for 
1971 is $98.2 billion, up 7 per 
cent from 1970, but that actual 
physical volume put-in-place 
will increase little if any be­ 
cause of the increase in prices. 
The AGC said a national 
survey it conducted indicated 
that stronger dollar gains will 
be made in residential con­ 
struction which will increase 16 
per cent to $32.7 billion, fol­ 
lowed by utility and water sup- 
poy construction which should 
increase 15 per cent to $9.2 
billion. 
Total building construction, 


the AGC said, including resi­ 
dential building, will increase 4 
per cent to $65.6 billion. Heavy 
construction dollar volume will 
be up 4 per cent to about $13.2 
billion and highway construc­ 
tion will be up slightly to a 
little more than $10 billion, the 
AGC said.

North-South Rail 
Link In Running, 
Senators Told 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - West 
Coast senators have been told a 
north-south route linking San 
Diego and Seattle is still under 
consideration as part of a por- 
posed new national rail passen­ 
ger system.

San Rafael Joe's Evokes Times 
Long Past Filled With Memories 


One restaurant that for 
S 
e seems to have an appeal 
at is most difficult to re­ 
sist is San Rafael Joes. 
, k Actually part of its attrac­ 
tion is based on something 
that goes back many more 
years than Joe’s has been 
,,in business. As a boy I re­ 
call going with my family 
“,on numerous occasions to 
the old Saddle Rock Grill on 
., downtown 
Broadway 
in 
Oakland. I am convinced 
that if it were in existence 
today it could very well be 
called Saddle Rock Joe’s or 
some such, so strongly has 
.my mind built up this asso­ 
ciation. 
„ , In the period before and 
during World War I and 
during some of the imme­ 
diate years following, it was 
an Oakland landmark and 
had the same quality that 
joe’s has of being an “eve­ 
rybody’s 
restaurant.” 
It 
also attracted noteworthies 
of the day. Some I remem­ 
ber seeing were stage stars 
j(inimie Gleason and his 
mother (Jimmie later be­ 
came a well known charac­ 
ter actor in motion pictures) 
and J. Anthony Smythe (la­ 
tte r to head the cast of ra­ 
dio’s One Man’s Family). 
And t h e r e , too, though I 
never saw him, came Jack 
London as a frequent visitor 
',t‘ a 1 w a y s with a stock of 
books under his arm, ac­ 
cording to my dad, who 
seemed to know all of them 
! jbiy their first names. Appar­ 
ently the famed novelist did 
not spend all his spare time 
yi 
Oakland’s 
waterfront 
square which now bears his 
name. 
While I don’t remember 
ever seeing a famous stage 
or movie star or writer at 
j$an Rafael Joe’s, yet it is 
the type of place they would 
visit. It has some of those 
same qualities for its habi­ 
tues that Damon Runyon 
found at Lindy’s. It lives 
and breathes with its peo­ 
ple, who do not go there to 
bp seen but to enjoy it for 
what it is. 
J o e ’ s has other attrac­ 
tions, of course — the food 
and personal charm of the 
Rubinis and Farinas who 
own it — and for many the 
fine playing of Larry Van- 
ucci, known as “the organ­ 
ists’ organist.” 
For me these are frosting 
op the cake. In some way 
they are all part of the sym­ 
bolism of that spot in my 
memories that was the old 
Saddle Rock Grill in Oak­ 
land.

We’ve had “free Huey Newton 
“ free the Chicago Seven,” 
and 
“free the Soledad Brothers.” Now 
we have “free Angela Davis.” 
All of these “free” campaigns 
have made a lot of noise, but none 
of them has attracted really wides­ 
pread support. All have asked for 
freedom for persons accused of 
crimes — regardless of the evid­ 
ence. 
We propose a “free” campaign 
that should attract support from the 
great mass of Americans. It’s in 
behalf of someone accused of no 
crime except working while others 
shirk, saving while other spend, 
voting while others demonstrate.

FREE HIM from having to sup­ 
port, through his taxes, those who 
don’t want to support themselves.

THE 
BETTING around 
the capitol on the winner of 
this undesirable race is that 
the c o m m o n people will 
come in first by several 
lengths. 
The reason for the heavy 
odds on Mr. Average Tax- 
. payer first is precedent. 
The p e o p l e have always 
been the fall guys. 
More odds are on the peo­ 
ple because of the fact the 
wealthy and the corporate 
enterprises have sufficient 
lobbying interests at work 
to p r o t e c t them in the 
clinches. And the tax battle 
is going to be a real clinch 
this year. 


OF COURSE, the politi­ 
cians are confronted with 
the task of finding a patsy 
to take the blame for the 
prospective tax increase, 
w h i c h won’t hurt any of 
them 
individually 
very 
much as 1971 is an off-elec- 
tion year. If the governor 
and 
the 
legislature 
can 
manage to hold down the 
increases 
to 
something 
within reason, they will be 
forgotten 
come the 
1972 
elections. 
The patsy wasn’t hard to 
find this year. It is called 
welfare. And the reason it’s 
throwing the state off its 
fiscal course is that it has 
progressed over and beyond 
its original purpose. Under 
welfare, the government is 
attempting to 
support a 
small army of non-produ­ 
cers at the expense of the 
taxpayers who earn a legiti­ 
mate living. 
But there is one thing cer­ 
tain in the potpourri of 
words and argument that 
will take place in the next 
few months — taxes will 
increase. 


WASHINGTON 
— 
We 
have just survived a decade 
of war and assassinations, 
moon landings and massa­ 
cre. It also was the first 
decade of the Age of the 
New Math. Now the prod­ 
ucts of schools where 2 x 2 
no longer equals 4 are be­ 
ginning to emerge from col­ 
lege into manhood and the 
professions, and predictably 
the results are scary. 
Not because the young 
teachers and would-be lead­ 
ers cannot add up a column 
of figures without a compu­ 
ter. That in itself is as im­ 
material 
as 
whether an 
aspiring politician has ever 
met a payroll. But the ap­ 
parent illogic of the New 
Math symbolizes something 
broader. 


What is unsettling is that 
in the past decade we have 
lost not only world leaders 
and romantic myths about 
the moon but also another 
few degrees of respect for a 
quality that gave each field 
of intellectual work a con­ 
stant reference, like the 
N o r t h Star or the old-fa­ 
shioned proposition that 2 x 
2 does equal 4. 
That is the concept of ob­ 
jectivity, in math, history, 
science, 
journalism 
and 
elsewhere. 
IT HAS BEEN under at­ 
tack for y e a r s , and of 
c o u r s e the first sally 
against it always is that 
there is no such a thing as 
objectivity because every 
man is the prisoner of his 
own 
experience. 
Beyond 
that comes the contention 
that to be objective is to be 
neuter — that man is not a 
machine, and for his work 
to be a worthwhile human 
product it must reflect his 
own particular background. 
Truisms all, all true. If 
historians stuck to dates 
and documents, American 
history would not have been 
enriched 
by 
Frederick 
Jackson Turner’s idea of 
the receding frontier as the 
principal influence on our 
life and growth; if Albert 
Einstein had stuck to sim­ 
ple trigonometry, he would 
not have dared his theory of 
relativity; if Henry Menck­ 
en’s ambition had been to 
be the most accurate wire 
service reporter living, we 
thousands would never have 
been inspired by his “Pre­ 
judices.” 
But none of those truisms 
adequately refutes the ideal 
of objectivity. Even if all 
the points cited against it 
are accepted, it remains the 
proper starting point for 
scholarship and reporting, 
the standard for production 
of that basic material ar­ 
ound which opinions and 
theories are then validly de­ 
veloped. And that applies 
not only to the product, but 
to the producer: A man can­ 
not qualify as theorist or 
interpreter 
before he is 
master of the unadorned 


raw material of research, 
portage. 


ALL THIS STRUGGLES 
to mind now because in 
field after field young peo­ 
ple are bringing their ha­ 
bits of thought and behavior 
from the New Math class­ 
room and the streets where 
they demonstrate to chal­ 
lenge their elders in the 
professions. They demand 
to substitute their inexperi­ 
ence for experience and 
themselves for men already 
proven. 
In Chicago, radical mem­ 
bers disrupted the confer­ 
ence of the A m e r i c a n 
Association for the Adv­ 
ancement of Science, so its 
president-elect, Dr. Glenn 
S e a b o r g of the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, 
left 
without 
delivering 
his 
speech. That was the day 
after a biologist’s wife dis­ 
tinguished herself by punc­ 
turing a shouting graduate 
student with her knitting 
needle. 
The radicals’ complaint 
was that Seaborg was guilty 
of “the crime of science 
against the people,” that re­ 
search in technology was 
going into weaponry and re­ 
search in industry was con­ 
tributing 
to 
pollution. 
Reasonable 
complaints, 
perhaps, but paraphrased 
much more effectively by 
Stewart Udall, the former 
secretary of the interior, in 
a strong and orderly speech 
at the same convention. 
At Boston, without knit­ 
ting needles or disruptions, 
younger, more radical his­ 
torians enlivened the Amer­ 
ican Historical Association 
convention by challenging 
the traditional views of the 
long-established 
Harvard 
professor, Oscar Handlin. 
Handlin’s position, provoca­ 
tive to them, was that histo­ 
rians amid internal division 
and external racket had al­ 
lowed their trade to “slip 
into the h a n d s of propa­ 
gandists, politicians, dra­ 
matists, 
n o v e l i s t s , 
journalists and social engi­ 
neers.” 


THIS IS THE antithesis of 
the beliefs of the new breed 
of historians and scientists 
(and journalists) who con­ 
ceive the very purpose of 
their work to be social engi­ 
neering. 
It is a struggle taking 
place in universities and 
academic conventions and 
somewhat less publicly in 
the newsrooms of the larger 
newspapers all across the 
country. It is one in which 
the young men who chal­ 
lenge the North Star as re­ 
adily as their f a t h e r s ’ 
arithmetic do have a point, 
but in which they cannot be 
allowed to prevail, for the 
result would be to turn the 
whole body of our future 
learning into so many col­ 
umns of propaganda.

Will Congress Match President 
In Laying Aside Partisanship? 


By ROSCOE AND GEOFFREY DRUMMOND 


WASHINGTON — Pres­ 
ident Nixon is drawing the 
needed lesson from the elec­ 
tions. 
He now knows that harsh 
partisanship made little ap­ 
peal to the voters. 
And he has concluded that 
another year of unproduc­ 
tive, partisan fighting be­ 
tween h i m s e l f and a 
Democratic Congress will 
be hurtful to the nation and 
perilous to his re-election. 
This is why N i x o n has 
decided to change tactics in 
midterm. He began to make 
this change apparent in his 
recent TV conversation with 
network correspondents. 
This is a good beginning 
and there is reason to ex­ 
pect that the President’s 
olive branch will be reflect­ 
ed in his State of the Union 
message Jan. 22. 


BUT WILL the new De­ 
mocratic Congress respond 
in kind after putting on 
such a sorry performance 
last year? 
The unanswered question 
is: 
Will the liberal-oriented, 
election-minded, 
presiden­ 
tial candidate-packed Sen­ 
ate do its part to limit the 
excesses 
of 
partisanship 
and join with Mr. Nixon to 
do 
the 
urgently 
needed 
things? 
The answer will come 
early in the new session. 


IF 
THE 
PRESIDENT 
proves his own good faith in 
a firm determination to for­ 
ego the excesses of partis- 
a n s h i p , there is a fair 
chance that the Senate De­ 
mocratic leaders will draw 
the same 'lesson he has — 
that it is better politics to 
get on with the job of gov­ 
erning than to play politics 
instead of governing. 
It will not be easy for the 
Senate Democrats to match 
Mr. Nixon’s offer of co-ope­ 
ration. The reason is that 
all of the Democratic presi­ 
dential hopefuls are sena­ 
tors, and there are so many 
of them — at least nine now 
— competing for visibility 
and favor. They are nearly 
as suspicious of each other 
as they are of the President. 
Each of them — Ed Mu- 
skie, Ted Kennedy, Hubert 
H u m p h r e y , 
George 


McGovern, Henry Jackson, 
Harold Hughes, Birch Bayh, 
Fred Harris, William Prox- 
mire — wants to get his 
name on popular legisla­ 
tion, and some would rath’er 
defeat a Nixon proposal 
than to have the President 
get credit for it. 


NEVER HAVE there been 
so many presidential chefs 
busy in the senatorial kitch­ 
en. The. outlook for co-ope­ 
ration is very uncertain 
unless they conclude that 
continuing the mess which 
the 
Democratic 
Senate 
made of itself last year will 
do much to defeat whomev­ 
er wins the 1972 nomination. 
They will avoid this mis­ 
take if they follow the'bust 
of their own past. 
Under the leadership of 
Sen. Lyndon Johnsor. and 
Sam Rayburn, Democratic' 
congresses gave President 
Eisenhower constructive bi-. 
partisan support — and they 
didn’t lose by it. They won 
the presidency in 1960 in 
part because Kennedy could 
run on a positive Democrat­ 
ic congressional record. 
They will need such a re­ 
cord in 1972. They will need 
it badly. 


RICHARD NIXON will be 
offering to Congress a far 
more imaginative, activist, 
meaningful legislative pro­ 
gram than anything has has 
offered in the past. It will 
embrace the crucially need­ 
ed welfare reform, greatly 
enlarged revenue-sharing to 
save the states and the ci­ 
ties from imminent bank- 
r u p t c y , a new health 
program, and an expanded, 
deficit-spending budget to 
stimulate the economy. 
This is what the nation 
needs. This is what the na­ 
tion can’t afford to be with­ 
out. 
This 
is 
reordering 
priorities the wray they need 
to be reordered. 
They can be realized only 
in a climate of good faith 
between the President and 
the new Democratic Con­ 
gress. 
We believe that those w ho 
do most to help bring these 
measures about will have 
the best chance of winning 
in 1972. We believe the vot­ 
ers will reward the doers, 
not the “do-notters.”

The tentative routes out­ 
lined for the government- 
sponsored 
rail 
passenger 
system point up the pitiful 
plight of what should be a 
healthy form of transporta­ 
tion. The Department of 
Transportation 
contem­ 
plates the retention of about 
150 
intercity 
passenger 
trains, less than half the 
number now operating and 
a laughable fraction of the 
11,000 trains that ran in 1946 
and of the 2 0, 000 that 
chugged along in 1929. 
Economically, this is all 
the service that DOT offi­ 
cials think the business will 
support when the new Na­ 
tional Rail Passenger Corp. 
takes over next May 1. They 
may be right, though we 
hope that further study over 
the next two months justi­ 
fies filling in a few gaps in 
the map, particularly on the 
West Coast, where there 
would be no north-south ser­ 
vice. 
The plan seems to make 
adequate provision for the 
congested Washington-New 
York-Boston 
corridor, 
where the demand for train 
seats has stayed relatively 
high and the potential is 
greatest for reviving rail 
service as an important and 
efficient means of moving 
people. 
Washington 
also 
would keep passenger rail 
l i n k s with the South and 
Midwest, though a trip to 
Chicago would require a 
connection en route. 
The initial $40 million 
cash outlay by the govern­ 
ment for the rail setup is 
small compared with the 
billions shelled out for high­ 
ways and the hundreds of 
millions that subsidize air 
travel in the United States. 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Volpe cited the need to save 
rail service to avoid “into­ 
lerable” congestion of roads 
and 
airways. 
While 
the 
further 
disappearance 
of 
passenger trains under the 
present plan continues a 
gloomy trend, the service 
had no future at all under 


the management of most of 
the 
nation’s 
railroads, 
which are interested only in 
moving profitable freight. 
The crucial task will be 
for the quasi-public corpo­ 
ration to upgrade rail ser­ 
vice, making it attractive to 
enough potential customers 
so that the passenger train 
can make a long-awaited 
comeback. This will require 
imaginative 
management 
and promotion — not the 
kind that the railroads, by 
and large, have employed in 
latter years.

Rubbish Collection Plan Foiled; 
Recycling Depot To Take Over 


A six-month rubbish col­ 
lection experement has end­ 
ed in Tiburon with mixed 
results. 
Under the two-phase pilot 
p r o j e c t , begun July 1, 
monthly pickups were made 
in Little Reed Heights. Re­ 
sidents in other areas were 
allowed to take rubbish to a 
debris box located behind 
the Tiburon Sanitary Dis- 
t r i c t plant on Mar West 
Street. 
The pickups appeared to 
work well, but the debris 
box phase had problems 
Acting City Mgr. Robert L. 
Kleinert said that not en­ 
ough residents used the box 
to make it worth the cost. 
Kleinert didn’t say so, but 
there were many objections 
to mounds of trash piled 
around the cfebris box, espe­ 
cially after Christmas. In 
fact, some people thought 
the removal of the box on 
M o n d a y was a result of 
complaints about the post­ 
holiday mess. 
Abuse of the debris box 
also was reported. One man 
told of seeing a Belvedere 
resident dumping trash into 
the box. When confronted, 
the man grinned weakly 
and admitted the debris box 
in Belvedere was full. 
The vacuum left by the 
demise of the pilot program 
will be filled to a certain 
extent by a recycling depot 
which opens tomorrow at 
the same site on Mar West 
Street. 
.. Under the program, being 
operated by the Tiburon and 
Belvedere 
environment 
committees, 
residents 
of 
both cities may take bottles, 
cans, newspapers and card­ 
board to the depot each Sa­ 
turday. There the materials 
will be separated and sold 
to 
scavenger 
companies. 
The committees hope the 
program will be self-sus­ 
taining after initial expen­ 
ses are paid.

This being the start of a new 
year, it seems a proper time to 
say some things about this column 
and about you and me — about the 
fine rapport that has developed 
between us. 
Late in December of 1964 Jack 
Craemer, the managing editor of 
the I-J, called me up and said, 
“Bill, did you ever consider’ 
being a columnist for the I- 
J ? ” I said heck no. ‘‘Well, I 
think you should. If you 
were on the b o a r d , you 
would have something to 
say about what was going 
on.” I asked for a day or so 
to t h i n k it over. Then I 
called him and said OK, 
just what kind of column do 
you want?

DURING THE PAST six 
years, I have missed very 
few issues.

I have been in 
the hospital six times and 
have written the column 
there. I watched President 
Nixon’s inauguration on TV 
while the doctor and a nurse 
worked me over, then wrote 
the column the next day. 
After a four-hour opera 
tion on both legs in June of 
’67 I was forced to stay in 
the hospital for a month and 
wrote the column there each 
week. The past two years I 
have had eye trouble — a 
sort of double vision which 
has been a nuisance. But 
you know, the show must go 
on. 
My sincere thanks to you 
wonderful ones who sent me 
the big stack of Christmas 
cards, with the warm per­ 
sonal concern and encour­ 
agement. They came at a 
time when this guy deeply 
needed them, I tell you. 


YOU KNOW, it doesn’t 
give me any pleasure to put 
down other human beings, 
but if their performance is 
such as should not go unnot­ 
iced or be swept under the 


rug, I owe it to you to com­ 
ment. This I shall do. 
During the sojourn with 
those 
remarkable 
British 
Columbia Indians, I have 
been clipping and filing 
quite a batch of items and I 
propose to give some of 
them a bit of airing. 
An editorial in the !-J on 
Dec. 22 headed, ‘‘Cuts in 
P r i v a t e Sector — How^ 
About Public One?” cer­ 
tainly had material in it 
deserving some serious con­ 
templation. It’s more than 
possible that because of the 
closeness to Christmas Day 
it may have not been ready 
by many of you. 
Then there was a fine pro­ 
file story by Paul E. Peter- 
zell in the Marin Magazine 
of Dec. 26. It was a b o u t 
Dale W. Luehring, manager 
of the Golden Gate Bridge 
District. 
This brought to mind ¡* 
situation that few of you 
were aware of at the time it 
occurred.

THERE IS A NEW chair­

SIMPLE LIFE 
If you have a very simple

The IRS will figure it out 
for you and it may well be 
that you would be better off 
to let them do it for you 
than it would be for you to 
struggle with this form or 
pay someone else to do it. 
There are no less than 15 
separate tables for deter­ 
mining the amount of tax 
that you owe if your income 
is less than $10,000 and you 
elect to use the standard 
deduction, plus the surtax 
tables or computation. 
By letting the IRS figure 
this, 
you 
automatically 
claim the low income allow­ 
ance and standard deduc­ 
tion a l l o w e d by law for 
personal expenses such as 
contributions, taxes, inter­ 
est payments, medical ex­ 
penses, and the like. If your 
allowable 
deductions 
for 
these items is in excess of 
10 per cent of your income 
or $1,000, you should itemize 
your deductions. 
If you elect to have the 
IRS compute your tax for 
you and there is any addi- 
t i o n a 1 tax due, they will 
send you a bill. This can 
result in your having a little 
extra time in which to pay 
the tax due since, other­ 
wise, you have to pay it on 
April 15th.

Hub Schools Face 
Cutback, Tax Issue 


The San Ansel mo School 
District board has been in­ 
formed it will be faced with 
deficit spending and a cut­ 
back in programs within 
two years. 
Supt. W. Kenneth Lowry 
said he informed the board 
Tuesday the district is cur­ 
rently depleting its reserve 
fund at a rate of $100,000 per 
year. 
At the begincing of this 
fiscal year, he said, the dis­ 
trict had a reserve of $150,- 
000. But he predicted a 
r e s e r v e of only $50,000 
would be left 1971-72. 
L o w r y said he recom­ 
mended the board consoli­ 
date its April 20 trustee 
election with a tax increase 
election to avoid deficit 
spending. The board will 
decide Jan. 19 whether to go 
to a vote. Lowry said the 
district could cut programs 
next year to keep from en­ 
tering the red, but added: 
“It’s the year after that we 


have to worry about. Fiscal 
1972-73 will be the year we 
actually begin a deficit if 
voters turn ddwn” a tax 
hike. 
The district currently has 
a tax rate of $2.25 per $100 
assessed valuation. Lowry 
said a rough estimate of the 
minimum tax hike needed 
would be about 50 cents, but 
added he would probably re­ 
commend 85 cents — the 
added funds to be used for 
program improvements. 
Lowry said if the measure 
is turned down by voters, 
the 
Miller-Unruh reading 
program, remedial reading 
teacher positions and psy­ 
chological services offered 
by the district could be jea- 
porized. 
He said the San Anselmo 
district has been especially 
hard hit because it has the 
lowest tax rate of any Mar­ 
in district and it is third 
lowest in assessed valua­ 
tion.

Institute of Life Insurance. 
In a special study, the U.S. 
Department of Labor said that 
5.2 per cent of the 78 million 
persons employed last May 
held two jobs or more. This 
figure was just a fraction high­ 
er than the preceding year. 
MALE TEACHERS, pol­ 
icemen and firemen had the 
highest 
moonlighting 
re­ 
cord, more than double the 
rate for all other dual job­ 
holders. 
The issue of holding down 
two or more jobs has raised 
some questions, however, 
such as: is it healthy? does 
the family suffer? does the 
primary job suffer? 
The National Industrial 
Conference Board recently 
published findings on how 
the corporation reacts to 
outside jobs. Their survey 
found that 80 per cent of the 
companies that responded 
neither 
explicitly 
permit 
nor forbid outside employ­ 
ment 
for their full-time 
workers. 
WHETHER THE second 
job is permanent or tempor­ 
ary, the main reason for 
holding it is a financial one. 
The 
Labor 
Department 
survey found that second 
job earnings of moonlighters 
a v e r a g e d 
$30 
a 
week 
for a median work span of 
13 hours. Although earnings 
on the second job varied 
widely in industry and oc­ 
cupation, men in the manufac­ 
turing field pulled in the high­ 
est moonlighting paychec. 
However, there are some 
detriments to working at 
two jobs. It is often taxing 
psychologically. If the se­ 
cond job is similar to the 
first, monotony and fatigue 
result.

30-year-old mommies. 
Mama is tired. She raised 
her own parcel of children 
and may be currently rais­ 
ing her grandchildren. She 
is nowhere near being sen­ 
ile like “Ma-Dear” (her own 
m o t h e r whom she takes 
care of also) but there is 
.much about the younger 
folks that she finds difficult 
own time. Of the genera- - to understand. 


Mama has always worked 
outside of her own home — 
and worked hard. Sh’s prob­ 
ably done domestic work 
most of the time. She can 
cook like “nobody’s busi­ 
ness!” and her own home is 
always orderly and clean. 
(Mommies wonder how she 
does it!) 
The younger generation is 
often impatient and even 
critical of some of mama’s 
funny ways, but ironicaly 
they pay tribute to her in 
many indirect ways — like: 
after a delicious meal say­ 
ing “Oooh, Mama!” in ap­ 
proval of how good the food 
is. When little black chil­ 
dren 
play 
hide-and-seek, 
scaring each other, they ut­ 
ter “Oooh, Mama” (Of all 
people, she’s the one person 
who can save t h e m .) Or 
.when the kids on the play­ 
ground play past curfew 
hour and a f r i e n d says 
“Your mama’s callin’ you 
. . .” The day and the play 
are over. 
When a male friend (even 
your husband) says “Oooh 
Mama! You’re lookin’ kin- 
da’ good!” It’s a complir 
ment in a very special way. 
Whatever 
happens 
to 
motherhood (in the verbal 
sense) may mama live on.

Guatemala Weaving, Urns 
On Display At College Gallery

Guatemalan folk art is on. 
display through next Friday 
at the College of Marin Art 
Gallery, Kentfield. With the 
exception of one case of ar­ 
tifacts belonging to Alonzo 
Gonzalez, 
the 
exhibit is 
from the collection of Anne 
Hermann 
Lambora, 
who 
served in Guatemala for 
two years as a member of 
the Peace Corp. 
The majority of the pieces 
— retaining the flavor of an 
ancient Mayan civilization 
— are contemporary and 
were created for personal 
use, rather than commer­ 
cial trade. 
Guatemalan Indians are 
recognized as masters of 
weaving and a variety of 
techniques are demonstrat­ 
ed among the large fabrics 
designed 
for skirts, 
and 
narrower strips which are 
used for belts, sashes, and 
grocery “knapsacks.” Some 
of tiie weavings are as deli­ 
cate and smooth as fine li­ 
nen. 
Others 
incorporate 
soft, thick yam s with tight­ 
ly twisted threads for high- 
low patterns in brilliant co­ 
lors. 
From the aspect of techn­ 
ical and decorative excell­ 
ence, the weavings would 
merit high praise from any 
critic. But when they are 
evaluated against the pri­ 
mitive devices used in their 
production, the accomplish­ 
ment becomes awesome, in­ 
deed. Several looms with 
incompleted garments are 
included in the show. They 
consist of tree branches, 
some of which are twisted

Filling Land For 
Bike Path Snagged 


I-J Special Report 


SAN FRANCISCO — Mar­ 
in County’s hope for quick 
approval of a permit to fill 
one-sixteenth of an acre in 
Richardson Bay for a bicy­ 
cle path yesterday ran into 
a last-minute hitch before 
the Bay Conservation and 
Development Commission. 
The 
unexpected 
hitch 
arose when the BCDC staff 
objected that the fill permit 
would be for property only 
leased by the county. The 
owner of the property, the 
Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road, could cancel the lease 
in the future and then use 
the fill for railroad purpos­ 
es, the staff noted. 
The staff suggested that a 
solution to its fears could be 
for the railroad to dedicate 
the n a r r o w strip to the 
county. The railroad, how­ 
ever, traditionally is reluc­ 
tant to abandon any portion 
of its right-of-way. 
The staff objections were 
raised informally before the 
commission’s regular meet­ 
ing, and a scheduled public 
hearing on the fill permit 
was postponed to Jan. 21 at 
2 p.m. in Room 1194 of the 
State Building, 450 Golden 
Gate Avenue. The hearing 
was postponed because oth­ 
er agenda items consumed 
the afternoon. 
The fill would be 450 feet 
long and up to six feet wide. 
The narrow area has been 
leased by the county from 
the railroad for three years 


at $1,000 a year. The lease 
is renewable on a year-to- 
year basis after the first 
three years. 
The fill would be part of 
the final link in the bicycle 
path between Sausalito and 
Mill Valley. The $30,000 cost 
of the link, running from 
the northern boundary of 
Sausalito to the southern 
end of the Richardson Bay 
Bridge, will be met under a 
state grant. The path al­ 
ready connects south over 
the Golden Gate Bridge to 
San Francisco.

At College Of Marin 


Although 
enrollment 
at 
College of Marin in the fall 
trailed last year’s total, ap­ 
plications for the spring 
semester are expected to al­ 
most d o u b l e last year’s 
spring total. 
Dean of Students Irwin P. 
Diamond told the Marin Ju­ 
nior College District board 
last night that 3,500 applica­ 
tions are expected for the 
spring semester. A total of 
2,000 were received last 
spring, he said. 
To date, Diamond said, 
2,649 applications had been 
received, compared to 1,480 
last year. 
In the fall, enrollment was 
5,616, compared to 5,679 last 
year, but Diamond said the 
normal spring dropoff will 
be very small this year. 
Diamond also presented 


reports on the characteris­ 
tics of the student body, 
dropouts and the number of 
black students. 
He said that 157 blacks 
enrolled for the fall, com­ 
pared to 142 last year. More 
than one-third received fin­ 
ancial aid each semester, 
he said.

Methadone Program Planned 


By MARY LEYDECKER 
Although the drug metha­ 
done has been h i g h l y 
praised for allowing heroin 
addicts to lead useful lives, 
officials in the drug treat­ 
ment field are concerned it 
is available only on a limit­ 
ed basis in Marin County. 
Officials estimate there 
are at least 1,000 heroin ad­ 
dicts in the county, with 
short-term 
users 
making 
the number even higher. 
Methadone, 
a synthetic 
drug which provides an 
addictive but harmless sub­ 
stitute for heroin users, is 
now given out only at a few 
locations designed for in-pa­ 
tient treatment of withdra­ 
wal symptoms. 
Concerned that the drug 
is not available yet in Marin 
under 
legislation 
passed 
last year which a l l o w s 
methadone to be used on a 
full-time 
basis, 
several 
Marin doctors and other 
leaders in the drug field are 
trying to put a program to­ 
gether. 
Roger Smith, a criminolo­ 


gist who heads Open House, 
a newly opened center for 
drug abuse therapy in San 
Rafael, is attempting to set 
up a program under which 
100 persons could be treated 
with methadone during the 
first year. 
“We think if we can get a 
methadone program going, 
we can demonstrate that se­ 
condary criminality can be 
reduced drastically,” Dr. 
Smith said. 
By “secondary criminali­ 
ty,” Dr. Smith means the 
thefts, robberies — and even 
prostitution — committed by 
addicts in order to pay for their 
expensive heroin habits. 
(Heroin addicts who are 
what Dr. Smith calls “fully 
immersed” in the drug sub­ 
culture usually spend $50 tc 
$100 a day for the illegal 
narcotic. Law officers have 
estimated the expensive ha­ 
bit 
means addicts 
must 
steal $500 to $1,000 in goods 
daily since they often only 
get about 10 per cent of the 
value from persons to whom 
the contraband is sold.) 


Even on the clean streets 
of Marin, women addicts 
practice prostitution in or­ 
der to maintain their ha­ 
bits. 
“It’s more subtle than in 
the big cities,” said Marvin 
Cahn, an attorney who has 
represented in court many 
persons absorbed by the 
drug culture. 
Cahn said that Marin’s 
prostitutes 
operate 
very 
quietly in bars for the most 
part, and few patrons sus­ 
pect the activity. “They 
probably turn one or two 
tricks a night,” he said. 


Cahn, too, became con­ 
cerned about g e t t i n g a 
methadone program esta­ 
blished when he tried to 
find the drug for a client 
who is a heroin addict. 


He explained in a court 
hearing that the drug is now 
available only for withdra­ 
wal symptoms and that his 
client, a jail inmate, had 
already gone through with­ 
drawals “cold t u r k e y ’ ’ 
while locked up. 


Neither Dr. Smith nor 
others in the treatment field 
suggest that methadone will 
solve completely the drug 
addiction 
problem. 
Dr. 
Smith sees it as a “holding 
action” which can be used 
to give an addict “time to 
work on the real problems” 
which caused the addiction. 
He estimated the cost of 
methadone 
treatment 
at 
about $10 a week for the 
first year, dropping off in 
the second year. The big­ 
gest cost, he explained, is 
for initial physical and psy­ 
chological examinations. 


Once a person is on meth­ 
adone, Dr. Smith said, he 
expects the person to get a 
job or start training or 
schooling which will lead to 
employment, thus enabling 
h im to pay for his own 
methadone. 
Although persons taking 
methadone 
are 
slightly 
“narcotized,” 
in 
Dr. 
Smith’s words, they are 
able to carry out normal 
functions. 


Federal laws provide the 
drug must be administered 
under 
strict 
provisions. 
First, the addict must have 
been using opiates for at 
least two years and second­ 
ly, he must have tried at 
least one other cure for add­ 
iction and failed. 


Other rules r e q u i r e a 
complete pnysical examina­ 
tion and prohibit the drug 
use for persons under 18 
years, pregnant women and 
those with serious physical 
illness. 
If Dr. Smith is able to get 
a methadone maintenance 
program going, the Com­ 
munity Mental Health Cen­ 
ter plans to contract for 20 
patients. 
Dr. John S. Guerrant, 
head of the center, said the 
only facilities there now for 
drug a d d i c t s are those 
available to patients with 
withdrawal 
symptoms. 
Methadone is also available 
at OpenHouse and Ross Ge­ 
neral Hospital on the same 
basis.

The object is to push 
East to three hearts, at 
which he would be beaten 
by four top c a r d s in the 
black suits and a spade ruff. 
ANOTHER POSSIBILITY 
A further possibility is 
that South may not get dou­ 
bled at two spades. In that 
;case he can a f f o r d to go 
down two, for a loss of only 
100 points. This is better for 
South than allowing East to 
score 110 for making two 
hearts. (East would get 50 
points for making a part 
score and 60 points for the 
tricks.) 
DESPERATE PLAY 
The defenders lead three 
rounds of hearts, and South 
ruffs the third. He leads out 
dummy’s two top trumps 
and returns to his hand with 
a club. If South then leads 
another trump, and finds 
t h a t West has both the 
queenand ten of spades, the 
defenders will take the rest 
and South will be down four. 
The alternative is to play 
the clubs, allowing the de­ 
fenders to take the queen 
and ten of spades even if 
they are not both held by 
W e s t . That way South is 
down a “safe” two. But 
South would get a zero (or a 
bttom score) for being min­ 
us 300; and he would not be 
any w o r s e off for being 
minus 700.

CRLA In 
Denial To 
New Counts 


SAN FRANCISCO * (UPI)- 
The California Rural Legal 
Assistance (CRLA) Thursday 
labelled charges against it by 
the Reagan administration "to­ 
tally and absolutely untrue.” 
Martin Glick, director of 
litigation for CRLA, said the 
group had not yet been 
furnished a copy of the 
charges, but had investigated 
most of those made public and 
found them false. 


The 
charge 
that 
CRLA 
lawyers tried to arrange a 
meeting in prison between 
Angela Davis and the convict 
brother of a youth killed in the 
San Rafael shootout "just didn’t 
happen,” Glick said. 


He said he had talked to 
every CRLA attorney in the 
Salinas office and all denied the 
charge. The report of Reagan’s 
antipoverty chief, Lewis K. 
Uhler, 
said 
attorney 
Faye 
Stender and CRLA attorneys 
interceded at Soledad in an 
attempt to arrange a visit for 
Miss Davis with George Jack­ 
son. 
David Kirkpatrick, an attor­ 
ney in the Salinas CRLA office, 
said he had written to the 
governor demanding "a full 
retraction” of charges against 
him he said were "totally false 
and untrue.” He said he was 
"considering libel action” if no 
retraction was made. 


The report said documents 
showed that Kirkpatrick "subt­ 
ly threatened an inmate at 
Soledad and suggested that the 
inmate, 
at 
best, 
suppress 
evidence, and, at worst, com­ 
mit perjury in the soul brothers 
murder case.” 


Kirkpatrick said he had 
merely been contacted by 
former CRLA attorney Peter 
Haberfield of the Marysville 
office to see if an inmate 
recently transferred from Fol­ 
som to Soledad was satisfied1 
with the transfer and if he had 
any more need for Haberfield’s 
services. 


"I saw him and he said he 
was satisfied with the transfer. 
I asked if he wanted further 
help and he said to thank Mr. 
Haberfield and tell him he 
needed no more help. That was 
.the extent of my involvement,” 
Kirkpatrick said. 


Glick said of 18,900 cases 
filed by CRLA last year, only 
eight dealt with prisons. He 
also mentioned that the admi­ 
nistration report claimed CRLA 
was excessively interested in 
"class actions” and not inter­ 
ested enough in individuals. 


"Since 1966 there have been 
70,000 individual cases handled 
by CRLA and only 55 class 
actions,” he said. 
The report said Judge Claude 
J. Miller of the Yuba Judicial 
District had stated that in 1970 
at least five cases had come 
before him in which CRLA 
attorneys had represented cri­ 
minal defendants. 


Glick said the Marysville 
office was investigating this 
charge but he felt that the 
administration was not distin­ 
guishing between criminal ca­ 
ses and those that were 
juvenile or habeas corpus 
actions. 
Mario Obledo, director of the 
Mexican-American Legal De­ 
fense and Education Fund, 
attended the news conference 
and called the administration 
charges against CRLA "frivo­ 
lous.” 
"The governor has his own 
war on poverty,” Obledo said, 
"but it is not a war to alleviate 
it —just to perpetuate it” 
He called the veto of CRLA 
funds "purely a political issue” 
and "a shameful act on the 
part of the governor.” 
Louis Garcia, president of the 
Mexican-American Bar Associa­ 
tion of California, called H 
“political juggling on the part 
of the governor to destroy the 
CRLA.” 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -A 
state antipollution board today 
refused to postpone implemen­ 
tation of an order directing U.S. 
Steel Corp. from discharging 
wastes into waterways of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta. 
But the state Water Resour­ 
ces Control Board did order its 
staff to examine the petition of 
U.S. Steel seeking a review of a 
cease and desist order and to 
report back Jan. 21 with a 
recommendation. 
The cease and desist order 
against the giant firm was 
issued in November by the San 
Francisco Regional Water Qua­ 
lity Control Board. The state 
board is the parent of the 
regional agency. 
The order said the firm’s 
plant near Pittsburg violated 
state antipollution rules. The 
company dumps about 20 
million gallons of waste and 
cooling water into New York 
Slough each day, the board 
said. 
The five-member state board 
unanimously denied the steel 
company’s appeal for a stay of 
the regional board’s order. 
Member Ronald Robie called 
grounds on which U.S. Steel 
sought the stay “fairly weak.” 
The firm said the o r d e r 
should be stayed to avoid label­ 
ing petitioner (U.S. Steel) as a 
polluter and unfairly subjecting 
petitioner to severe penalties.” 
The state agency said that 
the only "penalties” provided 
by the regional board’s order 
was requesting the attorney 
general 
to 
prosecute 
the 
discharger unless its directives 
were obeyed. 


A U.S. Steel representative, 
William Everetts, 
told the 
board the company "regretted” 
the denial. He asked that it be 
given the opportunity later to 
present "evidence” to support 
its position. 
"We’d like very much to hear 
from you,” said Kerry Mulli­ 
gan, board chairman. 
U.S. Steel, in seeking the 
postponement, asserted that the 
San Francisco board’s timeta­ 
ble for construction of addition­ 
al discharge facilities were “too 
vague” and "unenforceable.”

Outdoor Sports 
Can Go Indoors 


Tom Rooney, the squire of Kenwood in Sonoma 
County and originator and managing director for 
the San Francisco Sports and Boat Show, was 
holding court on the eve of the 29th annual event 
which opens today at the Cow Palace. 
Naturally, Rooney likes to talk about money 
because his show features thousands of outdoor 
sports and recreation items and it makes the 
record of 550-plus exhibitors feel good to sell a 
few items. 
“We feel very optimistic for 1971 for the mar­ 
ine and outdoor industry,” Rooney told a group of 
scribes, “based on the number of exhibitors for 
our show. The marine industry showed a large 
economic upturn this fall, and the boating indus­ 
try held remarkably well this year — better than 
color TV, appliances and commercial travel. The 
history of recessions shows that there is a great 
turn to recreation as the dollar for big items is 
not necessarily there, but it is for recreation 
which is generally a low-priced item.” 
The boat show, which utilizes every inch of 
space in the mammoth Cow Palace, always fea­ 
tures the usual outdoor sporting equipment. 
Asked to describe his spectacle which brings 
the great outdoors indoors, Rooney succinctly 
called it: “The World Series of Folk Sports. A toy 
shop for children eager to explore the wonders of 
the outdoors.” 
This show, which runs through Jan. 17, again 
will feature the perennially popular Huck Finn 
Fishing Pool where many youngsters get their 
first taste of angling. Also, the canny Rooney 
estimated there are 20 million fishermen in the 
country and pointed out that as of last November 
the California Fish and Game Commission had 
issued 2,197,084 fishing licenses. 
Yes, anglers will find every imaginable fishing 
item on display. 
One of the biggest hits of the show, Rooney 
pointed out, will be the unique s k y b o a t , the 
“Boataloon.” It’s a round, fiberglass boat at­ 
tached to a rubberized plastic 48-foot high balloon 
which enables it to travel on water or in the air. 
“It’s no gimmick,” the veteran managing di­ 
rector said, “because it is grand for people who 
want to change their lakes without fighting the 
traffic. It is powered by a 30 h.p. outboard motor 
which acts as a fan when airborne. The boat will 
be flown four times daily in the center arena of 
the Moo Mansion. 
“Hot air or free air ballooning is becoming a 
big sport and we are the first to introduce an 
‘airphibious’ model,” said Rooney. 
Boaters will have a field day because every 
type of craft ranging frohi an inflatable model 
that can be carried in the trunk of a car to a 51- 
foot houseboat will be on display. Also, many 
sailboats, cruisers and powerboats. 
Bring your checkbooks. 
The colorful Rooney, whose work at the S.F. 
show has earned him such titles as “Superb 
Showman” and “Super Salesman,” added that 
camping and hunting and Vacationland Hall will 
get their share of exhibit space. 
“We’ll have many more innovations which 
won’t be revealed until the show opens,” he 
teased as he headed off on a whirlwind tour of 
the Guernsey Gym to make sure everything 
would go on schedule.

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PROTHRO SUCCESSOR 
Pepper Rodgers 
In UCLA Return 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Fran- 
klin “Pepper” Rodgers has 
cashed in on the popularity he 
won in two years on the UCLA 
campus as an assistant coach. 
Rodgers was named Thursday 
as the Bruins’ head football 
coach 
to 
replace 
Tommy 
Prothro. 
The appointment of Rodgers 
to succeed Prothro, who took 
the head coaching job with the 
Los Angeles Rams last Satur­ 
day, came as little surprise. 
Almost from the moment 
Prothro 
disclosed 
he 
was 
accepting the pro football job, 
Rodgers was hailed as the 
leading candidate. 
Rodgers had been brought 
West by Prothro when he was 
named UCLA’s head coach in 
1965 and the former Georgia 
Tech quarterback’s ability was 
noted quickly by the University 
of Kansas. Kansas hired him in 
December, 1966, as its head 
coach. 
With four years as head 
coach to season him, Rodgers 
did not take long to accept the 
UCLA job and the Jayhawks 
immediately named long-time 
assistant coach Don Fambrough 
as his replacement. 
UCLA athletic director J.D. 
Morgan announced Rodgers’ 
hiring after having conferred 
with 
the 
39-year-old 
coach 
earlier in the week. Rodgers 
came 
here 
after 
receiving 
permission from Kansas Athle­ 
tic director Wade Stinson to 
talk to the Bruins, returning to 
Lawrence, Kan., prior to the 
announcement. 


“He is a fine student of the 
game and relates well to the 
student athletes, to his asso­ 
ciates in the athletic depart­ 
ment and to the academic 
community,” Morgan said. 


“He has served the Universi­ 
ty of Kansas well and we felt 
indeed fortunate to be able to 
attract him to UCLA.” 
At Kansas, Rodgers had a 20- 
22 record but he coached the 
Jayhawks to a tie for the Big 
Eight championship with Okla­ 


homa in 1968 and took his team 
to the Orange Bowl where it 
lost a disputed 15-14 decision to 
Penn State that season. 
Rodgers released a statement 
through Morgan’s office ex­ 
pressing his delight at returning 
to UCLA. 
“It is a tremendous thrill and 
challenge in replacing someone 
who is such a good friend and 
outstanding a coach as Tommy 
Prothro,” Rodgers said. “I am 
thrilled 
UCLA 
would 
think 
enough of me to ask me to be 
their head football coach.” 


During his tenure at UCLA 
Rodgers helped develop Gary 
Beban, who won the Heisman 
Trophy in his senior year, and 
Mai Farr, who went on to star 
for the Detroit Lions. At Kan­ 
sas, 
he turned quarterback 
Bobby Douglass and end John 
Zook into nationally prominent 
performers. 


Within hours of his appoint­ 
ment, Rodgers announced four 
of his Kansas assistants—Doug 
Weaver, Terry Donahue, Dick 
Toma and Billy Matthews— 
would 
accompany 
him 
to 
UCLA. He said he would retain 
Bruin assistants Jerry Long 
and Tony Kopay, both of whom 
had been on Prothro’s staff 
with Rodgers.

Gurney: À Natural 
In World Of Rocing 


The secret of race driving is measuring up 
exactly to your limits of courage, reflexes, judg­ 
ment, daring, eyesight and strength. If your limit 
is 174 miles-per-hour and you drive 174 miles-per- 
hour, you’re a race driver. If you drive 173.8 
miles-per-hour, you’re a motorist. If you drive 
174.6 miles-per-hour, you’re dead. 
The arithmetic equation 
drag racing to sports cars 
of race driving is that your 
limit is the square of your 
potential. Dan Gurney was 
one of the great American 
race drivers because he 
knew 
precisely 
that. 
He 
knew precisely how fast to 
go. And he knew precisely 
how slow to go. 
“YOU HAVE to feel the 
car is an extension of your­ 
self,” is the way he explains 
it. “ It is an extension of 
your nerves and senses. If 
you feel it is a foreign body 
you are struggling to con­ 
trol, you will end up in a 
pit, on a wall, on foot, or on 
a stretcher.” 
When Dan Gurney hung 
up his goggles last year af­ 
ter 15 years as probably the 
best Grand Prix d r i v e r 
America 
ever 
produced, 
auto racing had to be as 
relieved as it was saddened. 
No one ever went through 
the corners at Indy or the 
turns at LeMans, or the 
trees of the Nurburgring 
any 
smoother 
than 
Dan 
Gurney. Even the most ti­ 
morous never hesitated to 
dice with Dan. He was as 
natural to race driving as 
Snead to golf, Mays to base­ 
ball, or the shark to swim- 
m i n g . He fell out of bed 
with his ability. For Gurney 
to have ended up in a burn­ 
ing race car w o u l d have 
argued that nobody had a 
real chance in this game, 
that it is a rigged wheel and 
the house always wins. 
AMERICAN race drivers 
are usually cigar-chewing, 
dirt-track types. The urge to 
go fast in a circle is incom­ 
prehensible to the average 
9-to-5 guy. But the guys who 
do it are u s u a l l y blood 
brothers to the ones who 
rustle s t e e r s , or die for 
gold, or jump out of planes, 
or ride sharks. They don’t 
usually like to drive where 
people talk funny or drink 
tea with three fingers. 
Dan Gurney’s people, on 
the other hand, come from 
concert and opera. They 
h a d n ’ t had a monkey 
wrench in their hands in 
that family for generations.

Evel Knievel At It Again; 
This Time In Astrodome 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Rob­ 
ert “ Evel” Knievel, who 
used to crack safes for the 
thrill of it, plans on becom­ 
ing the first man to make a 
million dollars riding a mo­ 
torcycle and he said Thurs­ 
day he may do it this year. 
Knievel, who became a 
motorcycle stunt rider five 
years ago, starts his $1 mil­ 
lion conquest with a $25,000 
appearance in the Astro­ 
dome Friday and, if he’s 
still h e a l t h y , Saturday 
night. 
The 
32-year-old 
Butte, 
Mont., native will try to set 
an indoor world record by 
jumping 13 cars placed side 
by side in the floor of the 
domed stadium. He holds 
the world record of 11 set in 
the Cow P a l a c e in San 
Francisco. 
He tried to jump 12 last 
year in Vancouver, B.C., 
and failed. Undaunted, he 
tried to jump 13 outdoors at 
Mount Pocono, Pa., last Oc­ 
tober, 
missed again and 
suffered a broken back. 
At Mount Pocono, he had 
a half mile runway to gain 
speed and momentum for 
the spectacular leap, but 
missed. At the Astrodome 
Friday night, he will have 
80 yards. 
“That’s why this thing 
has got me spooked here,” 
Knievel (as in devil) said. 
“The c h a n c e you got to. 


make it, the runway is the 
main thing. The track here 
is rough and that’s a damn 
big problem.” 
But by starting in the 
hallway of the Dome, he can 
get enough room to acceler­ 
ate to 75 miles an hour by 
the time he reaches the 
jump ram p and he can go 
out the centerfield ramp 
into a parking lot to slow . 
down — if he makes the 
jump. 
He plans to try to jump 19 
c a r s , which would be a 
world outdoor record, dur­

NASCAR race at Ontario, 
Calif., next month. That’s 
worth another $25,000, he 
said. 
The last time he tried to 
jump 19 c a r s , in Seat­ 
tle, W a s h . , last year, he 
missed and suffered another 
broken back. He had set the 
record of 18 at Seattle. 
The biggest leap of Knei- 
vel’s career will be some- 
t i m e next year when he 
attempts to jump a mile- 
widewide section of Snake 
River C a n y o n which he 
bought when the govern­ 
ment refused to let him 
jump Grand Canyon. The 
canyon is 1,000 feet deep 
where the jump is planned 
and Knievel has installed a 
parachute on a specially 
built cycle. 
The vehiclet which resem­ 


bles a r o c k e t with two 
wheels and uses jet fuel and 
beer, cost $100,000. It trav­ 
els 350 miles an hour. 
Knievel, who walks with a 
cane with a golden knob, 
has had 13 accidents since 
he graduated from motorcy­ 
cle racing five years ago. 
He’s such a bad risk now 
that he can’t buy insurance. 
It even costs him $5,000 a 
year insurance for a $100,- 
000 trailer truck he uses.

members of the NHL Writers’ 
Association. 
Dennis, with 17 goals and 31. 
points, earned the other left 
wing spot with 39 points. 
Joining the Hull brothers on 
the West team from Chicago 
were centers Stan Mikita (75 
points) and Pit Martin (40), 
goalie Tony Esposito (87) and 
defensemen Keith Magnuson 
(73), Pat Stapleton (59) and Bill 
White (47). 
St. Louis, which ran away to 
'the West Division champion­ 
ship last season but now trails 
Chicago by 10 points, is 
represented by goalie Ernie 
Wakely (27), defenseman Bar­ 
clay Paiger (38) and right wing 
Tim Ecclestone (2). The other 
right wing post went to veteran 
Ken Schinkel of Pittsburgh with 
70 points, but he underwent 
surgery earlier this week for a 
broken collarbone and is not 
expected to play again for at 
least two months. Bowman will 
name another player to replace 
Schinkel.
